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Master's  Address 


As  we  are  assembled  in  this  Sixty-seventh  Annual  Session  of  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Grange  to  deliberate  upon  and  devise  measures  for 
the  welfare  of  our  Order,  we  are  impressed  with  the  imperative  need  of 
the  better  and  more  worthwhile  things  of  life.  When  we  behold  the  picture 
of  strife,  desolation,  and  death  that  is  rapidly  destroying  the  material 
wealth  of  the  world  as  well  as  the  Christian  virtues  of  many  lands  and 
climes,  we  pause  with  thankful  hearts  that  we  are  permitted  to  meet  each 
other  here  for  work  in  this  glorious  cause. 

We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  toil  and  sacrifice  of  those  who  have  gone 
before  and  blazed  the  paths  of  virtue  meriting  the  Divine  favor  of  an 
Allwise  Father. 

As  we  study  the  many  intricate  and  perplexing  problems  of  agri- 
culture during  this  session,  may  every  thought  and  action  be  motivated 
by  the  high  ideals  preached  and  practiced  by  the  founders  of  our  Order. 

Fortunate  indeed  are  we  who  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  those  whose 
philosophy  of  life  was  one  of  peace  and  plenty.  May  this  torch  of  faith, 
hope  and  forgiveness  reared  to  national  view  by  Father  Kelley  ever  find 
glad  hearts  and  willing  hands  to  bear  it  on  down  life's  pathway. 

Many  and  grave  are  the  responsibilities  of  a  people  whose  heritage  is 
such  as  ours.  The  world  at  large  knows  little  and  enjoys  less  of  the  fine 
things  that  have  been  ours  for  centuries  past.  We  who  are  assembled  here 
under  the  protection  of  the  American  flag  may  well  rededicate  our  lives 
to  the  unfinished  task  of  perpetuating  liberty  and  love  in  a  distressed 
and  bleeding  world. 

Condition  of  the  Order 

As  I  have  mingled  with  our  many  members  during  the  last  year,  my 
faith  in  humanity  has  been  strengthened  by  the  earnestness  and  loyalty 
of  our  Patrons.  By  your  united  effort  we  have  concluded  a  prosperous 
year  in  Pennsylvania  Grange  history.  We  have  made  a  substantial  gain 
in  paid  up  membership,  organized  four  Subordinate  Granges  and  have  re- 
organized one.  In  the  Juvenile  field  our  work  has  been  very  successful, 
resulting  in  twenty  organizations  and  five  reorganizations. 

We  are  happy  to  report  Pennsylvania's  recognition  as  a  Model  State 
Grange  for  the  fourth  time  by  the  National  Grange.  We  are  equally  glad 
to  report  Pennsylvania  as  one  of  four  States  receiving  special  Juvenile 
recognition  by  the  National  Grange. 

These  splendid  results  could  not  have  been  obtained  without  the  united 
support  and  cooperation  of  all  our  Patrons.  We  feel  that  the  spirit  of 
fraternalism  was  never  finer  and  that  our  Granges  as  a  whole  are  in  a 
healthy  condition.  Perhaps  our  greatest  problem  arising  under  condition 
of  the  order  is  the  "weak"  Grange.  Each  weak  Grange  presents  its  own 
peculiar  problem.  Many  of  these  Granges  can  be  rebuilt  and  some  should 
be  consolidated.     None  should  be  permitted  to  die. 

Agriculture 

The  importance  of  Agriculture  in  our  national  life  is  well  understood 
by  most  political  economists.  The  history  of  ancient  nations  tells  a  story 
of  the  unified  and  simultaneous  growth  of  agriculture  and  national  pros- 
perity.   America  has  proven  no  exception  to  the  rule,  and  thus  we  believe 
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that  American  agriculture  must  become  prosperous  before  national  pros- 
perity will  return. 

Many  panaceas  have  been  tried  but  no  permanent  remedy  has  been 
obtained.  Perhaps  there  is  no  legislative  cure-all;  but  we  believe  that  the 
answer  will  be  found  in  a  broad  agricultural  program  embodying  a  few 
sound  and  fundamental  principles  of  production  and  marketing. 

Science,  research,  chemistry  and  invention  have  done  much  in  develop- 
ing new  uses  for  farm  products  and  this  work  should  be  continued.  The 
inter-relationship  of  agriculture  and  other  industry  should  be  better  under- 
stood by  both  agriculture  and  industry.  All  should  understand  that  any 
unnecessary  expenditure  of  public  funds  adds  to  the  tax  burden  and  thus 
becomes  an  unseen  mortgage  upon  all  tangible  property. 

One  of  our  greatest  needs  in  agriculture  is  a  better  appreciation  of 
the  value  of  cooperation.  The  Grange  has  been  the  pioneer  in  this  field 
and  should  continue  to  lead  the  way.  We  have  seen  the  development  of 
many  helpful  agencies  in  this  field.  We  realize  that  in  order  to  have 
effective  and  valuable  cooperation,  our  farm  people  must  be  well  informed, 
and  to  this  end  we  are  working  with  many  other  groups.  Among  these  we 
might  mention  Agricultural  and  Home  Economics  Extension,  4-H  Clubs, 
Agricultural  Vocational   Schools  and  others. 

Another  asset  to  Pennsylvania's  agriculture  is  our  excellent  markets 
near  our  farms.  Many  more  dollars  can  be  made  available  to  our  farmers 
by  cooperative  marketing. 

In  summing  up,  we  believe  in 

1.  Agricultural  science  and  research. 

2.  Curtailment    of    agricultural    imports    from    foreign    countries 
which  replace  home  grown  products. 

3.  A  better  understanding  between  Agriculture  and  Other  Industry. 

4.  The  most  rapid  removal  of  the  relief  load  possible  with  a  con- 
sequent reduction  in  the  tax  load. 

5.  Cooperation  and  education  as  a  means  of  bringing  about  per- 
manent agricultural  parity  with  labor  and  industry. 

Dairying 

As  dairying  is  the  chief  agricultural  industry  of  our  State,  naturally 
much  attention  has  been  given  to  better  methods  of  production  as  well 
as  to  improved  marketing  facilities.  For  many  years  producer  cooperative 
marketing  agencies  have  functioned  in  our  State  and  have  marketed  a 
large  percentage  of  the  products  of  our  dairy  farms,  and  much  remains 
to  be  done  in  providing  saner  sanitary  laws  and  regulations  governing  the 
dairy  industry.  This  subject  will  be  more  fully  discussed  by  the  legislative 
and  dairy  interests  committees. 

Education 

It  has  been  said  that  education  is  the  safeguard  of  the  nation.  This 
is  especially  true  in  a  democracy.  The  school  boys  and  girls  of  today  are 
the  voters  of  tomorrow.  The  Grange  has  always  been  an  ardent  advocate 
of  a  practical  system  of  education. 

In  sponsoring  agricultural  education  including  4-H  Club,  future  farmer, 
and  vocational  agricultural  work  in  general,  the  Grange  has  made  an 
enviable  reputation  for  itself.  We  cannot  properly  evaluate  the  saving 
influence  of  these  agencies  as  they  affect  the  future  agriculture  of  Amer- 
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ica  and  our  national  destiny.  We  must  ever  be  on  the  alert  to  see  thjit 
those  who  instruct  our  boys  and  girls  are  Americans  at  heart  teaching 
the  principles  of  democracy. 

Temperance 

From  the  beginning  the  Grange  has  adhered  strictly  to  the  principle 
of  temperance  and  in  the  past  has  been  one  of  the  most  potent  factors  in 
promoting  temperance  legislation. 

We  are  proud  of  the  position  of  our  Order  in  promoting  good  gov- 
ernment and  suppressing  crime  and  degeneracy.  We  have  worked  hand  in 
hand  with  the  Church,  the  W.  C.  T.  U.,  and  other  moral  agencies  to  bring 
about  a  better  moral  standard  of  living,  and  to  this  end  we  pledge  ourselves 
anew. 

Legislation 

Sometimes  the  activities  of  the  Grange  are  divided  into  three  classes — 
the  social,  the  economic  or  cooperative,  and  the  legislative. 

Many  years  ago  while  a  member  of  the  Pennsylvania  Legislature,  I 
had  the  opportunity  to  learn  of  the  power  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Grange  in  legislative  matters.  Many  bills  in  the  interest  of  agriculture 
were  introduced  at  the  instance  of  Brother  Brenckman  who  was  at  that 
time  our  Legislative  Agent  at  Harrisburg,  and  doubtless  many  of  you 
have  heard  me  say  that  if  we  received  no  benefit  from  our  dollar  and 
sixty  cents  dues  except  that  which  comes  to  us  in  maintaining  a  legislative 
agent  at  Harrisburg  our  money  would  be  well  spent.  Time  and  space  will 
not  permit  a  recital  of  the  many  legislative  accomplishments  of  the  Grange, 
both  State  and  National.  Most  of  you  are  familiar  with  them  and  the 
Grange  continues  to  be  the  nation's  most  potent  agency  in  developing  and 
securing  a  sound  agricultural  program. 

Many  of  us  believe  that  the  principle  of  arbitrary  price  fixing  is  only 
a  temporary  expediency  and  must  of  necessity  yield  to  the  inevitable  law 
of  supply  and  demand.  We  also  deplore  any  farm  program  that  will  bring 
about  a  regimented  agriculture. 

America  has  been  a  nation  of  individuals  with  the  rights  of  the  in- 
dividual carefully  safeguarded  by  Constitutional  law.  Our  forefathers 
coming  from  the  restricted  and  oppressed  countries  of  Europe  were  careful 
to  safeguard  individual  rights  in  the  "New  America".  These  safeguards 
permitted  the  development  of  a  nation  unparalled  for  achievement.  The 
American  system  permitting  individual  initiative  made  it  possible  for  our 
people  comprising  less  than  seven  per  cent  of  the  world's  population  to 
enjoy  more  than  half  the  world's  conveniences — automobiles,  telephones, 
etc.,  and  a  standard  of  living  found  nowhere  else  in  the  world. 

When  we  realize  that  this  is  true,  we  must  guard  well  the  fundamental 
principles  which  have  made  this  outstanding  national  achievement  possible. 
America  has  been  a  land  of  home  owners,  and  must  continue  so  to  be  if 
aU  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  are  maintained. 

The  Grange  has  always  been  a  staunch  supporter  of  the  family  sized 
farm  and  continues  to  promote  its  interests,  realizing  that  national  stabil- 
ity rests  upon  the  continuance  of  a  pure  and  wholesome  family  life. 

Cooperation 

The  Grange  was  the  pioneer  in  agricultural  cooperation  and  many  of 
our  farm  cooperatives  of  the  east  are  closely  related  to  the  Order.  Among 
those  more  closely  related  to  the  Grange  is  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange 
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which  for  many  years  has  functioned  in  the  field  of  supplying  feeds,  seeds, 
fertilizers  and  other  commodities  used  by  our  members. 

Life  Insurance 

For  several  years  we  have  had  a  Grange  Life  Insurance  Company, 
and  I  am  glad  to  report  the  continued  growth  of  the  Farmers  and  Traders 
of  Syracuse,  New  York. 

During  the  year  we  were  sorry  to  learn  of  the  death  of  Brother  Lennie, 
Superintendent  of  Agencies.  For  many  years  Brother  Lennie  had  attended 
our  Sessions  and  had  endeared  himself  to  many  Pennsylvania  Patrons. 
We  bespeak  your  continued  support  of  our  Grange  Life  Insurance  Company. 

Automobile  Insurance 

The  National  Grange  Mutual  Liability  Company  has  been  writing 
automobile  insurance  in  our  State  during  the  last  four  years  and  is  well 
equipped  to  care  for  the  needs  of  our  Patrons.  This  is  purely  a  Grange 
Company  and  is  receiving  the  support  of  many  of  our  people. 

Objectives 

Early  in  the  year  definite  goals  and  objectives  were  established  and  a 
pamphlet  containing  these  was  jointly  prepared  by  the  Master,  Lecturer, 
and  Secretary.  This  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  those  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  Grange  activity  in  the  State. 

These  activities  included  Lecture  hour  activity  and  achievement  goals, 
Honor  Grange  requirements,  Community  Service,  Legislation,  Juvenile 
Grange  activities,  and  Better  Ritualistic  work.  These  objectives  were 
stressed  at  thirty  regional  conferences  conducted  early  in  the  year  by  the 
Master  and  the  Lecturer.  It  is  our  belief  that  the  establishment  of  these 
goals  and  their  emphasis  at  our  regional  meetings  has  meant  much  in 
creating  Grange  interest  throughout  the  State. 

I  would  especially  emphasize  the  value  of  the  Better  Ritual  project  in 
developing  Grange  growth  as  well  as  beauty  in  the  work,  and  hope  it  may 
be  continued. 

National  Grange 

The  National  Grange  Session  held  at  Peoria,  Illinois,  November  13-23, 
was  attended  by  the  delegates  from  thirty-six  organized  States.  The 
Sessions  were  well  attended  and  an  agricultural  program  based  upon  the 
sound  principles  of  developing  new  uses  and  the  curtailment  of  agricul- 
tural imports,  thus  giving  the  American  market  to  the  American  farmer, 
was  adopted. 

Space  prohibits  a  detailed  report  of  the  activities  of  the  National 
Grange,  but  among  the  many  items  mentioned  in  the  program  we  call 
particular  attention  to  the  first  five  which  are  as  follows: 

Give  to  agriculture  its  fair  share  of  the  national  income,  in  order 
that  it  may  be  raised  to  an  equal  level  with  other  groups. 

Insist  that  the  farm  program  be  administered  by  farmers,  with 
compensatory  payments  continued  during  the  emergency  while  farm 
prices  remain  below  parity;  all  benefits  to  be  paid  within  the  year 
earned,  not  contingent  upon  compliance  in  future  years;  and  never 
to  be  used  as  a  means  to  force  compulsory  crop  control. 

Speed  national  recovery  by  removing  the  shackles  from  business, 
increasing  employment  and  reducing  the  relief  burden;   recognizing 
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that  such  benefits  as  accrue  will  be  shared  alike  by  agriculture  and 
the  nation. 

Recognize  the  fundamental  right  of  the  American  farmer  to  the 
American  market,  up  to  the  limit  of  his  ability  to  supply  it. 

Close  the  doors  to  imports  of  foreign  farm  products  (which  are 
injurious  to  American  agriculture  and  are  reducing  its  purchasing 
power) . 

Also  to  the  following  as  favored  by  the  National  Grange: 

Continued  soil  conservation  work,  but  wholly  divorced  from  com- 
pulsory  crop    control. 

Increased  use  of  Federal  road  funds  for  construction  of  farm-to- 
market  highways  and  rural  post  roads. 

Encouragement  of  farm  cooperatives — ^with  financial  support  from 
Federal  agencies  created  for  that  purpose. 

Immediate  and  effective  legislation  to  punish  livestock  stealing 
from  farmers. 

Continued   investigation   of  un-American  activities. 

Deportation  of  aliens  who  refuse  to  become  American  citizens. 

Making  labor  organizations  individually  and  collectively  respon- 
sible for  their  acts  during  strikes. 

Enactment  of  a  Wool  Labeling  law  and  effective  Truth-in-Fabrics 
legislation. 

In  concluding  our  observation  of  the  activities  of  the  National  Grange, 
I  wish  to  direct  attention  to  the  following  which  were  opposed: 

Transfer  of  the  Forest  Service  now  in  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture to  any  other  supervision. 

All  forms  of  farm  regimentation  and  compulsory  crop  control. 
Bringing  new  farm  lands  under  cultivation  until  there  is  actual 
need  for  increased  agricultural  products. 

Issuance  of  any  more  tax-exempt  securities;  but  favors  taxing 
those   already  existing. 

Any  government  system  of  socialized  medicine;  but  supporting 
community  or  cooperative  projects  of  such  nature. 

Government  purchase  of  foreign  canned  meats  for  Army,  Navy, 
or  other  uses. 

In    Memoriam 
During  the   year  many   of   our   loved   ones   have   been   called   to   the 
Great  Grange  above.     We  miss  them;  but  the  memory  of  their  devotion 
and  loyalty  will  inspire  us  to  the  achievement  of  the  better  things  of  life. 

In    Conclusion 

As  I  look  back  over  the  year's  work  I  realize  that  we  have  not  accom- 
plished all  that  we  desired,  but  much  has  been  done  at  a  time  when  the 
need  is  supreme.  We  are  face  to  face  with  a  world  crisis.  We  cannot 
foretell  when  it  may  become  a  National  crisis.  The  Grange  position  is  one 
of  responsibility  and  leadership.  We  should  all  realize  our  responsibility 
in  this  trying  hour  when  the  civilization  wrought  by  centuries  of  toil  is 
threatened  by  the  horrors  of  a  ruthless  war  at  the  hands  of  dictators. 

The  greatest  question  in  the  world  today  is — Can  America  keep  the 
torch  of  Liberty  and  Democracy  burning  amid  the  tumult  of  a  wartorn  and 
unbalanced  world?  The  answer  largely  rests  with  you  and  kindred  groups 
in  America. 
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Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

We  come  before  you  at  the  close  of  another  Grange  year  in  the  hope 
that  what  we  may  say  will  serve  not  only  as  a  brief  summary  of  the 
things  that  have  been  done  in  the  past  months,  but  also  as  ,a  look  ahead 
for  the  Lecture  Hour  in  the  days  to  come.  The  Lecturers  who  will 
soon  take  up  the  work  of  a  new  year,  whether  they  come  with  experience 
or  wholly  new  to  the  work,  do  so  with  unlimited  possibilities  and  oppor- 
tunities for  service,  but  at  the  same  time  with  a  graver  responsibility  than 
they  have  faced  in  other  years.  Theirs  is  the  responsibility  for  helping  to 
chart  a  clearsighted  course  in  these  troubled  times  and  lead  in  molding 
a  sane  and  constructive  public  opinion. 

The  summary  of  the  things  that  have  been  done  needs  be  brief.  As 
a  group,  the  Lecturers  of  this  state,  both  Subordinate  and  Pomona,  have 
reason  to  be  proud  of  the  achievements  of  the  year.  Because  they  as  a 
group  have  had  a  better  understanding  and  a  broader  conception  of  what 
constitutes  a  good  program,  the  Lecture  Hour  has  been  vastly  improved. 
If  time  permitted  it  would  give  me  great  happiness  to  tell  of  some  of  the 
splendid  things  that  have  been  done  in  the  Lecturer's  field  this  year.  I 
do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  they  can  honestly  claim  a  share  of  the  credit 
in  making  Pennsylvania  a  Model  State  Grange  again  this  year.  The 
finest  tribute  that  I  can  pay  them  is  to  say  that  the  things  they  have  done 
were  accomplished  because  they  derived  satisfaction  from  a  job  well  done, 
and  not  from  rewards  or  applause. 

Some  activities  need  special  mention.  A  number  of  Pomona  Granges 
conducted  a  series  of  meetings,  with  a  main  theme  throughout.  In  many 
cases  the  halls  were  not  large  enough  to  accomodate  the  crowds  that  at- 
tended, drawn  by  the  uniformly  excellent  programs  afforded  by  the  Granges 
participating.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  this  project  of  neighbor  night  or 
visiting  meetings  has  been  going  along  for  a  period  of  years,  it  still 
has  tremendous  appeal,  and  many  Granges  have  already  set  up  their 
schedules  for  next  year. 

We  had  a  fine  representation  in  the  Rural  Talent  Festivals  and  the  One 
Act  Play  Tournament,  sponsored  by  the  County  Agricultural  Extension 
Department  and  the  State  Farm  Show.  I  urge  a  continued  cooperation  in 
this  project,  with  the  purpose,  always,  of  seeking  to  improve  the  standard 
of  the  productions  and  the  methods  of  participation. 

Pennsylvania  again  sent  entries  for  the  National  Grange  Safety  Es- 
say Contest.  As  a  result  of  the  ranking  of  the  committee  appointed  by 
the  State  Master,  the  awards  in  our  state  were  as  follows:  first,  Doris 
Simpson  of  Corsica;  second,  William  Ludwig  of  West  Chester;  third, 
Nancy  W.  Kuhns,  of  Salina,  R.  D.;  fourth.  Marguerite  Hering  of  Montgom- 
ery. The  first  prize  carries  with  it  an  award  of  ten  dollars  and  a  silver 
medal;  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  each  receive  bronze  medals.  We  did 
not  place  in  the  National  Contest. 

Twenty-six  one-day  Regional  Conferences  for  Masters  and  Lecturers 
were  conducted  by  the  State  Master  and  State  Lecturer  during  February 
and  March.  These  were  well-attended  and  seemed  to  have  been  conducive 
to  enthusiasm  and  efficiency  in  Grange  work. 

In  August  we  were  hosts  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  Grange 
Lecturers'  Conference,  at  which  time  nearly  six  hundred  delegates  were 
officially  registered.  Many  more  than  this,  however,  attended  the  sessions. 
We  take  pride  in  reporting  that  consensus  of  opinion  rates  this  an  out- 


standing conference  of  its  kind.  With  the  entire  program  built  around  the 
theme,  "A  Look  Ahead",  every  part  of  it  was  planned  with  this  thought 
in  mind,  and  I  am  sure  that  no  one  went  away  from  that  conference  ' 
without  having  received  some  constructive  thought  for  future  use.  I  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Grange  Patrons  of  Pennsylvania  and  our 
guest  states;  the  administration  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  College;  the 
officers  of  the  National  Grange;  all,  in  fact,  who  through  their  participation 
and  cooperation  so  generously  given,  helped  us  in  planning  and  organizing 
an  undertaking  of  this  sort. 

During  this  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  we  completed  the  fourth  annual 
Grange  Music  Festival,  instead  of  reserving  the  finals  for  this  State 
Grange  Meeting,  as  in  former  years.  We  hope  to  continue  this  project 
and  to  have  the  finals  at  the  next  regular  State  Grange  meeting.  Penn- 
sylvania Patrons  may  take  pride  in  the  growth  of  this  project  and  in  its 
great  forward  strides,  shown  not  alone  by  the  increased  participation  and 
appreciation  but  in  the  continuing  high  quality  of  the  music  being  pre- 
sented by  the  groups  that  enter.  We  urge  more  Granges  to  participate 
in  the  coming  year  so  that  we  may  have  a  still  greater  appreciation  of  the 
joy  that  comes  from  singing  good  music  with  one's  friends  and  neighbors. 
This  year  a  mixed  chorus  from  Big  Beaver  Grange  in  Lawrence  County 
retained  the  trophy  for  first  place  in  the  large  groups,  and  Menallen 
Grange  from  Fayette  County  retained  the  trophy  for  first  place  in  the 
smaller  groups. 

In  looking  ahead  for  next  year  we  hope  to  enlist  the  cooperation  of 
all  of  our  Lecturers  in  achieving  four  things  through  our  programs.  First  of 
these  is  The  Development  of  Personality  for  Leadership.  We  realize  more 
strongly  each  year  that  the  Grange  must  perpetuate  its  own  leadership — 
must  provide  opportunity  whereby  young  members  may  learn  about  our 
organization  and  get  their  bearings  in  preparation  for  moving  on  to  re- 
sponsibility in  the  Order.  Since  the  value  of  an  organization  rests,  finally, 
in  the  kind  of  human  beings  it  trains  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  organiza- 
tion, we  must  concentrate  our  efforts  towards  creating  a  greater  desire 
on  the  part  of  our  young  members  to  work  for  the  Grange  and  in  the 
Grange,  thereby  perfecting  themselves  to  be  leaders  in  our  Order  and 
leaders  in  their  contemporary  life. 

Second  of  our  aims  is  A  Better  Understanding  of  Our  Common  Econ- 
omic Problems  and  Practices.  To  this  end  we  shall  encourage  the  use  of 
our  Grange  programs  for  discussion  of  those  matters  that  will  make  for 
economic  efficiency. 

Third,  To  Arouse  and  Stimulate  a  Greater  Appreciation  of  Rural 
Family  Life  and  Its  Importance  in  Our  National  Progress.  To  know  how 
to  live  well  and  satisfactorily  and  happily  with  one's  fellow  beings  is  one 
of  the  fine  arts  of  life.  Thirty  years  ago  Theodore  Roosevelt  gave  an 
address  on  country  life  in  which  he  said  "There  is  not  a  more  important 
person,  measured  in  influence  upon  the  life  of  the  nation,  than  the  farmer's 
wife;  no  more  important  home  than  the  country  home,  and  it  is  of  national 
importance  to  do  the  best  we  can  for  both."  It  is  doubly  important  that 
rural  people  appreciate  this  themselves. 

Fourth  of  our  aims  is  that  the  sum  total  of  the  other  three  may  make 
for  Good  Citizenship. 

In  order  that  these  primary  objectives  may  be  brought  to  the  Lec- 
turers in  helpful  form,  we  hope  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State 
Grange  will  again  sanction  and  sponsor  a  series  of  Regional  Conferences, 
early  in  the  year.     In  the  final  analysis,  we  believe  these  regional  con- 
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ferences  to  be  the  best  method  yet  devised  for  concrete  Grange  instruction. 
I  have  been  urged  by  various  sincere  Grange  workers  to  recommend  that 
the  scope  of  these  conferences  be  widened  to  definitely  include  Secretaries. 
When  a  schedule  of  proposed  conferences  is  sent  to  the  Granges  throughout 
the  state,  we  urge  all  Pomona  Masters  and  Pomona  Lecturers  and  Deputies 
to  make  a  more  intensive  effort  to  secure  attendance  of  those  for  whom 
the  conferences  are  particularly  planned,  as  well  as  all  other  Patrons  in- 
terested in  the  progress  of  the  Grange. 

In  addition,  we  hope  to  conduct  the  regular  Short  Course  for  Grange 
Lecturers  at  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  during  the  Easter  vacation. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  we  held  the  Middle  Atlantic  Conferenc  in  our  State 
this  past  year,  no  Short  Course  was  held  last  Easter,  but  the  regular 
schedule  will  be  observed  this  year.  Since  Easter  comes  very  early  in  1940, 
the  dates  for  the  Short  Course  will  be  March  20  to  22.  This  means  that 
Granges  should  immediately  make  plans  for  having  their  Lecturers  at- 
tend. In  order  that  we  may  have  a  maximum  attendance,  I  beg  every 
Master  to  make  it  a  project  of  the  Grange  to  send  the  Lecturer  to  the 
Short  Course  Conference  and  to  one  of  the  Regional  Conferences.  Lest 
anyone  doubt  the  value  of  these  training  schools,  I  ask  permission  to  quote 
you  from  two  of  the  many  appreciative  letters  from  Lecturers.  These 
come  from  widely  separated  sections  of  the  state,  from  counties  reporting 
Grange  growth.  The  first  one  says  "I  feel  that  at  this  conference  (the  Mid- 
dle Atlantic)  I  received  many  benefits  and  ideas  which  I  shall  use  during 
the  coming  year.  I  shall  not  forget  the  inspiration  developed  from  the 
theme  of  the  conference."  The  second  says,  "I  feel  as  if  our  whole  Grange 
has  become  a  busier,  better  Grange  because  of  the  inspiration  I  carried 
back   from   the   conference."   Need   I    say   more   to   enlist   your   support? 

If  we  are  to  continue  our  avowed  Grange  purpose  "to  create  a  better 
and  higher  manhood  and  womanhood  among  ourselves",  we  must  use  our 
meeting  for  continued  and  continuous  education,  as  well  as  for  friendliness 
and  fun.  We  must  keep  our  moral,  mental  and  spiritual  ideals  alive  and 
clear  so  that  they  may  be  seen  by  all  men;  we  must  broaden  our  view, 
and  thus  broaden  our  usefulness. 

In  the  hope  that  all  Lecturers,  serving  in  the  greatest  or  the  humblest 
Grange,  may  do  our  share  in  achieving  this  purpose,  this  report  is

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  STEWARD 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

In  submitting  my  annual  report  as  your  Steward,  I  bring  you  fraternal 
greetings  from  Centre  and  Clinton  Counties. 

As  your  Steward  I  have  been  interested  in  building  the  Order  in  my 
district  in  better  ritual,  better  and  closer  fraternal  feeling  among  the 
Granges,  and  as  the  result  there  have  been  several  activities  carried  out. 
First,  the  better  ritual  project  in  which  a  number  of  Granges  participated. 
For  bur  Neighbor  Night  meetings  in  Centre  and  Clinton  Counties,  each 
group  of  officers  in  these  meetings  was  requested  to  open  and  close  the 
Grange  without  the  use  of  the  manual.  This  in  itself  was  sufficient  to 
warrant  the  getting  together.  Our  programs  also  included  an  educational 
topic,  about  which  each  visiting  Grange  was  to  build  a  program.  This 
was  carried  out  nearly  one  hundred  per  cent.  The  attendance  at  each 
meeting  was  good,  having  an  average  attendance  in  Centre  County  of  190, 
the  largest  attendance  being  at  the  last  meeting  in  November  at  which 
365  were  present,  As  a  result  of  these  meetings  all  our  Grange  Officers 
can  conduct  a  meeting  without  the  use  of  the  manual. 

Two  Juvenile  Granges  were  organized  in  Centre  County  in  1939.  We 
now  have  ten  Juveniles  and  hope  to  continue  our  work  until  there  is  a 
Juvenile  in  every  Grange  in  the  county. 

I  have  driven  a  good  many  miles  to  install  officers,  confer  degrees  and 
help  Grangers  canvass  for  members.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  some  of 
the  Granges  have  had  a  nice  increase  in  membership. 

The  Grange  in  Centre  County  is  organized  one  hundred  per  cent  and 
is  the  outstanding  farm  organization. 

It  is  our  determination  in  the  year  to  come  to  make  the  service  of 
the  Grange  better  and  the  interest  in  civic  work  greater  so  our  organization 
.will  still  grow. 

As  your  Steward  I  realize  it  is  my  duty  to  see  to  the  comfort  and 
welfare  of  the  patrons  attending  this  meeting.  My  determination  is  to 
fulfil  my  obligation.

REPORT  OF  THE  JUVENILE  SUPERINTENDENT 

Worthy  Master,  Officers,  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

I  consider  it  a  pleasure  and  a  privilege  to  appear  before  you  as  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Juvenile  Grange  in  Pennsylvania  and  to  bring  a  brief 
report  of  the  yearns  work  in  this  field. 

National  Master  Taber  in  his  address  before  the  National  Grange 
said,  "This  has  been  our  most  outstanding  year  in  Juvenile  Grange  ac- 
tivity". I  am  glad  that  Pennsylvania  played  an  important  part  in  making 
that  statement  possible. 

We  have  made  very  definite  gains  this  year,  having  organized  twenty 
new  Juveniles  and  reorganized  five — only  two  states,  I  believe,  exceeded 
that  record.  This  means  a  net  gain  both  in  number  of  Granges  and  in 
membership.  According  to  the  report  of  the  National  Juvenile  Superin- 
tendent last  year,  Pennsylvania  had  131  active  Juvenile  Granges  with  a 
total  membership  of  3,486.  The  total  number  of  active  Juveniles  on  Sep- 
tember 30,  1939,  was  134  with  a  total  membership  of  4,032. 

Needless  to  say,  our  Deputies  have  been  alert  and  hard-working. 
Most  of  them  visited  and  scored  all  their  Juveniles  and  sent  a  detailed 
report  of  their  findings  to  my  office.  In  the  field  of  organization  our 
State  Ceres,  who  is  Deputy  for  Erie  County,  led  with  six  new  Juveniles 
to  her  credit.  It  was  quite  fitting  that  she  received  one  of  the  awards 
for  continuous  Deputy  service  given  at  the  National  Grange  meeting  in 
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Peoria.  Her  record  is  worthy  of  note.  Mrs.  Dewey  has  served  as  Juvenile 
Deputy  since  1925,  with  the  exception  of  one  year.  During  that  time  she 
has  organized  twenty-six  Juveniles,  reorganized  four,  and  assisted  in  the 
organization  of  several  others.  Mrs.  J.  Edwin  Brown  has  succeeded  in 
organizing  two  Juveniles  in  Chester  County,  thus  opening  up  a  new  bit 
of  territory  and  adding  a  new  county  to  our  Juvenile  Grange  roster. 

Twenty-five  Matrons,  Patrons,  and  Deputies  from  this  state  were  in 
regular  attendance  at  the  Juvenile  workers  conferences  held  at  State 
College  during  the  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  in  August.  Many  others 
were  in  for  one  or  more  sessions.  All  gave  evidence  of  keen  interest  in 
their  work  and  a  desire  to  learn.  We  had  the  State  Superintendents  of 
New  York  and  Delaware  with  us  during  this  Conference,  and  were  most 
fortunate  in  having  our  National  Superintendent,  Mrs.  Caldwell,  with  us 
for  one  day. 

Juvenile  members  have  shown  a  splendid  spirit  of  cooperation  through- 
out the  year.  Reports  have  come  in  more  promptly  and  in  greater  num- 
bers than  usual.  We  still  have  complaints,  however,  from  Juveniles  that 
have  failed  to  receive  the  report  blanks  and  material  from  the  National 
Superintendent's  office.  In  almost  every  case  we  find  that  such  Granges 
have  failed  to  report  their  officers  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Sub- 
ordinate Masters  can  help  us  immensely  by  seeing  that  the  newly  elected 
Juvenile  Officers  are  reported  along  with  the  Subordinate  Officers. 

Good  interest  was  shown  in  the  National  contests  this  year.  In  the 
Essay  Contest  the  state  winner  was  Betty  Becker  of  California  Juvenile, 
Montour  County.  The  Achievement  contest  winner  was  Chippewa  Juvenile 
of  Beaver  County.  These  and  other  activities  have  made  it  possible  for 
us  to  again  qualify  as  a  Model  Juvenile  Grange  State. 

During  the  summer  Juveniles  of  Crawford  and  Erie  Counties  conducted 
a  fine  series  of  visits,  presenting  a  Traveling  Bible.  The  Pomona  Granges 
in  these  two  counties  are  to  be  commended  for  the  interest  they  manifest 
and  the  effort  they  make  to  further  Juvenile  work. 

Members  of  Bedford  Juvenile  No.  619,  Mrs.  J.  Earl  Dobbs,  Matron, 
are  putting  on  the  Juvenile  degree  at  this  session.  We  are  greatly  indebted 
to  them  for  their  work. 

We  are  proud  of  these  tangible  results  of  the  year's  activity,  but  we 
are  more  proud  of  the  splendid  spirit  of  cooperation,  devotion,  and  self- 
sacrifice  that  has  been  shown  by  Matrons,  Patrons,  and  Juvenile  Deputies 
all  over  the  state,  and  prouder  still  of  this  fine  group  of  boys  and  girls 
who  have  grasped  the  true  spirit  of  the  Grange  and  are  prepared  to  go 
forward  into  greater  usefulness.  They  will  help  to  build  a  better  agri- 
culture and  a  finer  national  life  for  tomorrow.

The  Chaplain's  Message 
"LIVING  IN  A  FOOL'S  PARADISE" 

A  "Fool's  Paradise"  is  defined  as  "a  state  of  illusive  or  deceptive  hap- 
piness;  pleasure  based  on  unreal  conditions  or  false  hopes."     And  the 
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"fool"  in  this  case,  is  not  the  clown  who  may  be  the  keenest  person  in  the 
cast,  nor  the  mentally  deficient  or  incompetent,  but  rather  he  is  the  person 
well'  endowed,  with  perhaps  too  much  of  this  world's  goods,  who  lives  by 
the  pagan  philosophy  of  "EAT,  DRINK,  AND  BE  MERRY,  FQR  TOMOR- 
ROW  WE  DIE". 

This  expression  "a  fool's  paradise"  was  coined  about  1500,  but  the 
conditions  described  in  the  Bible  reveal  that  there  were  many  living  in  a 
fooPs  paradise,  even  in  those  early  days. 

I.  There  is  the  Foors  Paradise  of  Unbelief. 

In  Psalms  14  and  53  is  found  this  expression  "The  fool  hath  said  in 
his  heart.  There  is  no  God."  And  the  picture  of  these  fools  is  that  of  moral 
and  spiritual  debauchery,  corrupt,  filthy,  and  workers  of  iniquity. 

In  these  days  of  unconventionality  and  lack  of  restraint,  there  are 
many  who  take  delight  in  ridiculing  the  sacred  and  the  holy;  who  make 
light  of  religion  and  mock  at  the  church;  who  live  in  the  swing-age  and 
dance  merrily  on  their  way  to  a  fool's  paradise. 

One  writer  has  likened  a  fool's  paradise  to  "a  chaotic  dust  heap  beyond 
the  fixed  stars  for  things  spoilt  in  the  making."  We  are  created  in  the 
image  of  God,  and  what  we  become  is  determined  by  whether  or  not  we 
continue  to  bear  the  stamp  of  our  Maker.  Life  is  a  creative  process  from 
birth  to  death. 

What  a  tragedy  to  see  men  and  women  living  today  in  a  fool's  para- 
dise, saying  "There  is  no  God."  Our  partially  filled  sanctuaries,  our  broken 
homes,  our  youthful  criminals,  all  point  the  finger  toward  a  FOOL'S  PAR- 
ADISE in  which  play  takes  the  place  of  prayer;  where  gold  is  god;  and 
where  lust  instead  of  love  prevails. 

II.  There  is  the  Fool's  Paradise  of  Material  Things. 

In  the  twelfth  chapter  of  Luke  is  the  story  of  the  rich  farmer  who 
lived  in  a  fool's  paradise.  He  said — "I  will  pull  down  my  barns  and  build 
greater;  and  there  will  I  bestow  all  my  grain  and  my  goods.  And  I  will 
say  to  my  soul.  Soul,  thou  hast  much  goods  laid  up  for  many  years:  take 
thine  ease,  eat,  drink,  and  be  merry."  That  was  the  dream  of  a  fool's 
paradise,  an  old  age  security  he  never  needed.  His  soul  was  required  of 
him,  and  of  what  value  were  all  these  other  things? 

Our  Lord  has  definitely  said  "A  man's  life  consisteth  not  in  the  abund- 
ance of  the  THINGS  which  he  possesseth."  Riches  are  not  condemned  in 
the  Scriptures,  but  only  the  use  that  is  made  of  what  we  possess.  The 
rich  farmer  hoarded.  Dives  lived  in  social  exclusiveness  and  neglected  the 
beggar.    Let  us  not  fool  ourselves  by  seeking  a  paradise  of  material  things. 

III.  There  is  also  the  Fool's  Paradise  of  Indolence  and  Neglect. 

Those  who  live  in  this  paradise,  constantly  put  off  until  some  tomorrow, 
what  they  should  be  doing  today.  The  five  foolish  virgins  slept  in  this 
fool's  paradise,  to  awaken  and  find  that  their  lamps  went  out  and  the 
door  was  shut. 

The  key-word  over  this  paradise  is  TOMORROW.  Edgar  A.  Guest 
has  a  poem  entitled  "Tomorrow"  that  describes  this  folly  of  indolence: 

"He  was  going  to  be  all  that  a  man  should  be 
Tomorrow, 

But  the  truth  is  he  died,  and  all  that  he  left  when  living 
was  through 

Was  a  mountain  of  things  he  intended  to  do 
Tomorrow." 
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Therefore,  in  the  midst  of  many  temptations  to  live  in  a  fool's  para- 
dise, we  challenge  you  to  accept  the  way  of  our  divine  Master  and  to 
follow  Him.  He  came  that  we  might  have  life  and  have  it  more  abundantly, 
and  that  with  Him  we  might  live  in  "a  paradise  not  made  with  hands 
eternal  in  the  heavens."

The  Chaplain's  Message 
"THE  PLACE  OF  RELIGION  IN  AMERICA" 

"Blessed  is  that  nation  whose  God  is  the  Lord."— Psalm  33:12 

We  have  recently  observed  a  time  for  national  thanksgiving  to  God 

for  His  providential  care,  a  time  set  aside  by  presidential  proclamation. 

And  we  are  on  the  eve  of  the  celebration  of  Christmas,  and  even  the  stars 
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on  the  streets  of  this  city  proclaim  this  event.  Both  of  these  occasions  are 
distinctly  religious,  and  indicate  a  national  heritage  that  we  do  well  to 
remember.  As  the  Psalmist  puts  it — "Blessed  is  that  nation  whose  God 
is  the  Lord". 

When  our  forefathers  came  to  our  shores  to  settle  in  this  new  country, 
the  first  thing  they  did  when  they  landed  was  to  kneel  upon  the  sand  and 
to  thank  God  for  His  care,  and  to  pray  for  His  blessing.  The  history  of 
our  nation  has  been  definitely  affected  by  that  reverent  spirit  which  was 
dominant '  in  the  hearts  of  these  pioneers,  and  which  is  interwoven  into 
the  very  fabric  of  our  nation.  And  religion,  by  which  we  mean  that  spiritual 
emotion  which  stirs  the  heart  of  man,  and  begets  faith  in  the  infinite,  has 
made  some  definite  contributions  to  America. 

First,  Religion  Gives  Our  Nation  Spiritual  Vision. 

"Where  there  is  no  Vision  the  people  perish"  (Proc.  29:18).  Religion 
lifts  us  up  to  higher  levels  from  which  we  are  enabled  to  see  afar,  and 
to  see  things  in  the  light  of  God. 

Our  forefathers  had  this  VISION  as  they  established  our  democracy, 
and  this  vision  is  three-fold: 

1.  They  had  the  vision  of  a  DEMOCRACY  BY  LAW.  This  led  to  their 
declaration  of  independence  following  the  resolution  of  Richard  Henry  Lee 
of  Virginia  on  June  7,  1776  which  opened  with  these  words — "Resolved 
that  these  united  colonies  are  and  of  right  ought  to  be  free  and  independent 
states".  Then  came  the  preparation  and  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  the  preamble  of  which  again  reechoes  this  farsighted 
idealism  of  a  true  democracy  by  law. 

2.  The  second  phase  of  our  forefathers'  vision  was  that  of  on  EN- 
LIGHTENED PEOPLE. 

Someone  has  well  said  that  democracy  is  safe  only  in  the  hands  of  an 
educated  people.  The  growth  of  our  school  system,  and  the  broadening  of 
the  curriculum  of  our  educational  institutions  give  us  great  satisfaction. 
However  it  is  not  enough  merely  to  be  educated  in  secular  matters.  We 
must  also  remember  that  "The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  beginning  of  wis- 
dom" and  sponsor  religious  education.  We  must  be  educated  not  only  in 
Head  and  Hand,  but  also  in  Heart. 

3.  The  third  element  in  the  vision  of  our  forefathers  was  their  em- 
phasis upon  RELIGION.  They  had  come  to  this  country  to  find  a  place 
where  they  might  worship  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own 
conscience,  and  thus  we  find  "religious  freedom"  within  our  democracy. 
We  represent  many  denominations,  but  we  can  unite  this  morning  in  the 
singing  of  these  familiar  hymns  of  the  church  and  praise  the  God  and 
Father  of  us  all. 

Second,  Religion  Molds  Our  Affections  and  Warms  Our  Hearts. 

This  second  contribution  of  religion  to  America  unites  our  citizens  in 
human  sympathy  and  fraternal  charity.  How  true  it  is  that  love  binds  our 
hearts  together  and  makes  possible  this  great  fraternity  which  we  repre- 
sent. 

"Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds  our  hearts  in  Christian  love " 

It  is  the  spirit  of  religion  in  the  souls  of  our  people  which  makes  us  a 
strong  nation,  and  unites  us  in  those  fundamental  moral  principles  that  are 
essential  for  peace  and  happiness.  It  is  this  divine  affection  that  responds 
to  the  appeal  for  the  Red  Cross,  that  sends  our  baskets  to  the  needy,  and 
which  shares  our  blessings  with  others. 
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THIRD,  a  lasting:  contribution  of  religion  to  America  is  that  religion 
has  given  to  our  Republic  a  secure  and  sound  FOUNDATION.  This  foun- 
dation is  "an  unfaltering  faith  in  an  unfailing  God".  This  belief  in  God 
gives  a  nation  its  moral  and  spiritual  fiber,  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  day.  We  need  to  return  to  the  simple  truths  of  the  Bible,  and  to 
build  the  superstructure  of  the  State  upon  its  eternal  principles. 

Our  Worthy  National  Master,  L.  J.  Taber,  who  addressed  us  yester- 
day, in  an  address  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  in  1934,  said  in  part— 

"All  that  is  necessary  for  the  American  people  to  find  the  sure  high- 
way to  recovery  and  happiness  is  to  build  on  old  foundations  that  still  en- 

jjure We  must  have  the  courage  and  the  faith  to  look  back  through 

the  centuries,  and  from  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  and  the  Golden  Rule 
find  the  sure  bed  rock  upon  which  we  may  build  for  a  richer  and  happier 

civilization." 

"While  the  storm  clouds  gather 

Far  across  the  sea, 

Let  us  swear  allegiance 

To  a  land  that's  free; 

Let  us  all  be  grateful 

For  a  land  so  fair.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

At  the  close  of  the  last  State  Grange  Meeting  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee met  and  organized.  At  that  meeting  plans  were  made  for  the  regional 
meetings  and  extension  work  through  the  National  Grange.  In  January 
the  Committee  met  in  reference  to  Legislative  Agent  and  Grange  News 
affairs  and  final  plans  were  made  for  regional  meetings.  Salaries  were 
set  and  plans  for  better  ritualistic  work  made  at  this  meeting. 

On  March  6  the  Committee  met  and  accepted  the  resignation  of  John 
H.  Light  as  Secretary.  Several  applicants  were  interviewed  and  Miles 
Horst  was  elected  as  Secretary. 

On  March  18  the  State  Grange  Treasurer  having  resigned,  the  com- 
mittee elected  Philip  Price  to  that  office. 

On  July  27,  after  discussing  the  meeting  place  for  State  Grange  meet- 
ing, Chambersburg  was  selected. 

On  October  12  the  Committee  met  in  Harrisburg  to  make  final  ar- 
rangements for  this  meeting  and  also  discussed  policies  concerning  Grange 
News.     Delegate  mileage  was  fixed  for  the  meeting. 

The  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company  completes  a  quarter 
of  a  century  of  service  to  the  Grange  and  its  policyholders  with  substantial 
gains  in  all  departments. 

Assets  and  surplus  as  of  December  1  were  ten  million  dollars,  reserves 
for  the  protection  of  policyholders  are  in  excess  of  eight  million  dollars, 
with  insurance  in  force  of  approximately  forty-five  million,  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars.    These  are  new  highs. 

Your  Executive  Committee  would  emphasize  the  fact  that  this  strong 
Grange  Cooperative  has  for  twenty-five  years  been  rendering  service  of  ex- 
treme importance  not  only  to  the  Grange  as  an  organization  but  to  our 
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membership   as   well,   a   service,   the  value   of  which  can   hardly  be  over 

emphasized    and    one    that    should    be    given    consideration    when    making 

life  insurance  investments. 

The   Keystone   Grange   Exchange   is   a   Grange   activity  and   we  urge 

the  membership  to  give  it  active  support.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DAIRY  INTERESTS 

Although  Pennsylvania  is  at  the  top  of  the  list  in  manufacturing  and 
industrial  interests,  it  is  also  well  up  in  agricultural  products.  The  dairy 
industry  is  one  of  our  main  sources  of  revenue  on  the  farm.  This  supplies 
no  small  portion  of  our  food  and  is  a  patent  factor  in  maintaining  our 
soil  fertility. 

When  dairymen  of  Pennsylvania  receive  a  fair  price  for  their  product, 
it  means  better  education  for  their  children,  better  rural  homes,  better 
churches;  or  in  short,  the  finer  things  in  life  for  the  rural  communities. 
If  we  are  to  maintain  the  present  high  standing  of  these  communities  we 
must  safeguard  the  dairy  industry.  We  justly  look  with  disfavor  at  any- 
thing that  may  adversely  affect  these  interests,  such  as  too  much  crop 
regulation,  as  it  may  seriously  affect  the  feeding  problem  and  increase 
the  cost  of  production. 

We  denounce  trade  agreements  which  admit  dairy  and  other  agricul- 
tural products  from  countries  which  do  not  have  such  high  priced  labor 
or  strict  sanitary  requirements  to  meet.  There  is  already  a  surplus  of 
these  products  in  this  country  and  we  believe  this  condition  should  not  be 
aggravated  by  bringing  in  more  from  other  countries.  We  also  oppose 
the  purchase  of  imported  dairy  products  for  use  in  either  state  or  federal 
institutions. 

We  recommend  that  Pennsylvanians  do  everything  possible  in  a  leg- 
islative way  to  encourage  the  cooperative  manufacture  and  marketing 
of  dairy  products.  We  feel  that  cooperative  marketing  can  be  of  material 
help  in  solving  the  dairymens'  problems. 

We  favor  the  enactment  and  enforcement  of  a  uniform  inspection 
code  for  milk  produced  within  a  given  marketing  area  for  consumption  in 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania — such  regulations  as  will  adequately  protect 
every  consumer  in  the  Commonwealth  and  not  unduly  burden  the  producer 
with  conflicting  and  unreasonable  requirements. 

We  commend  and  continue  to  support  such  legislation  as  shall  tend 
to  give  precedence  to  milk  and  milk  products  over  their  substitutes. 

We  insist  that  the  state  and  federal  governments  make  adequate  ap- 
propriations for  the  eradication  of  bovine  disease  from  the  dairy  herd. 

We  have  not  found  the  present  milk  control  law  satisfactory.  But 
since  the  legislature  does  not  meet  until  1941,  and  hence  no  remedies  can 
be  enacted  until  that  time,  and  since  many  new  developments  may  arise 
in  the  meantime,  we  deem  it  unwise  to  recommend  any  specific  changes  at 
this  session  of  State  Grange.  However,  so  long  as  the  present  law  is 
on  the  statute  we  believe  it  should  be  enforced — particularly  in  respect  to 
bonding  and  licensing  of  dealers. 
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We  feel  any  distributor  who  has  been  guilty  of  defrauding  producers 
has  no  right  to  receive  a  license  to  handle  dairy  products. 

The  Grange  has  always  accomplished  its  aims  through  legal,  orderly 
means.  We  view  with  concern  the  recent  tendency  among  certain*  groups 
of  farmers  toward  radical  actions.  True  it  is  that  agriculture  has  not 
shared  as  it  should  in  the  total  national  income.  But  the  remedy  for  that 
inequality  can  be  obtained  only  by  farm  groups  and  farm  organizations 
working  harmoniously  and  unitedly  for  a  sound  program;  and  not  by  the 
formation  of  radical  groups  whose  chief  purpose  seems  to  be  the  tearing 
down — frequently  by  force  and  other  illegal  means — of  our  most  effective 
farm  cooperatives  and  other  farm  organizations,  without  offering  any  con- 
structive program  in  their  places.  Such  attacks  are  not  helpful  toward 
bettering  farm  conditions.  They  alienate  thinking  people  both  within  and 
without  agriculture,  and  they  savor  all  too  frequently  of  being  incited 
and  supported  by  the  enemies  of  sound  agricultural  organizations.  We 
express  our  opposition  to  such  unwarranted  movements  and  pledge  our 
support  to  the  tried  and  experienced  farm  groups  when  they  are  so  at- 
tacked. 

In  conclusion,  we  believe  the  maintaining  of  a  living  price  for  milk 
is  of  primary  importance.  The  whole  economic  structure  of  our  state  rests 
so  much — directly  and  indirectly — on  the  purchasing  power  of  this  one 
product,  that  it  is  impossible  to  measure  the  seriousness  to  the  whole  state 
of  a  decline  in  this  buying  power  or  the  benefits  of  an  increase.  We  may 
never  attain  permanent  success  in  our  efforts,  for  when  we  seem  to  have 
accomplished  our  aims  we  are  in  reality  in  the  greatest  danger.  This 
State  Grange  and  other  farm  organizations  may  lead  in  this  fight  for  a 
living  price  for  milk,  but  its  ultimate  success  rests  with  the  producers 
themselves,  working  together  in  harmony  toward  a  common  end.

Resolution  No.  3 — Introduced  by  Lower  Bucks  and  Philadelphia  Pomona 

Whereas,  Pomona  No.  22,  of  Lower  Bucks  and  Philadelphia  Counties, 
feels  that  the  production  and  sale  of  milk  is  in  an  unstable  condition: 

Therefore,  Be  it  resolved.  First:  that  areas  for  distribution  be  regu- 
lated by  natural  district  areas  instead  of  State  lines: — 

Second:  that  we  have  uniform  State  Inspection  under  one  control,  for 
both  A  and  B  grades  of  milk. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  this  inspection  be  under  the  control  of 
our  State  Milk  Control  Board  instead  of  the  Department  of  Health.  We 
believe  that  those  who  control  the  price  of  a  product  should  also  control 
its  quality. 

First  two  sections  approved. 

Third  section  not  approved. 

Since  we  have  not  found  Milk  Control  entirely  satisfactory,  we  ques- 
tion the  wisdom  of  delegating  to  this  board  these  additional  duties. 

Recommendation  of  committee  sustained. 
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Resolution   No.   19 — Introduced  by  Newton   Grange,   Lackawanna  Co. 

Whereas,  experience  has  shown  that  the  milk  marketing  order,  under 
the  Roger  Allen  Law,  and  under  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Act  of  the 
Federal  Government,  has  resulted  in  material  increase  in  the  price  re- 
ceived for  the  product  by  producers  of  milk. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  Newton  Grange  No.  251,  in  regular  ses- 
sion this  seventh  day  of  December  1939,  go  on  record  asking  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Grange  to  work  to  the  end  that  legislation  may  (be  enacted 
in  Pennsylvania  so  that  Pensylvania  milk  producers  may  have  equal  leg- 
islation to  that  of  New  York  State,  and. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  foi*warded  to 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange,  for  their  action  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  committee  has  covered  this  subject  in  its  main  report. 

Recommendation   of   the   committee   sustained. 

Resolution  No.  22 — Introduced  by   Lawrence  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  it  is  evident  that  the  milk  industry  is  rapidly  being  mono- 
polized by  large  holding  companies,  and 

Whereas,  Investigation  by  the  Federal  Trade  Commission  and  others 
has  proven  that  these  holding  companies  are  endeavoring  to  eliminate  and 
secure  the  business  of  small  dealers  in  milk,  and 

Whereas,  Investigations  have  proven  that  pasteurizing  of  milk  de- 
stroys much  of  its  food  value,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  practically  impossible  to  raise  normal  infants  on  pas- 
teurized milk  unless  the  vitamins  which  have  been  destroyed  by  pasteur- 
izing have  been  replaced  in  the  form  of  orange  juice,  tomato  juice,  cod 
liver  oil,  etc.,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  that  Lawrence  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  65  go  on  record 
as  favoring  an  educational  program  sponsored  by  State  and  Pomona 
Granges,  whereby  the  general  public  may  become  .better  acquainted  with 
the  great  value  of  raw  milk,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  we  go  on  record  as  being  very  much  opposed  to  any 
law  compelling  pasteurizing  of  all  milk,  as  this  law  would  compel  many 
small  dairymen  to  go  out  of  business  and  deprive  thousands  of  consumers 
of  a  very  valuable  food,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  presented  to  the  State 
Grange  of  Pennsylvania  at  the  1939  session  to  be  held  in  Chambersburg. 

The  first  section  of  this  resolution  is  approved  in  principle. 

The  second  section  is  approved. 

Action   of  committee   sustained. 

Resolution  No.  23— -Introduced  by  Mercer  County  Pomona 

Whereas,  The  price  of  milk  used  for  manufactured  dairy  products  has 
not  covered  the  cost  of  production  for  a  period  of  years  and  on  account 
of  these  products  being  in  direct  competition  with  the  same  products  pro- 
duced in  practically  all  parts  of  the  world  as  well  as  vegetable  substitutes, 
shows  no  sign  of  improvement  and. 

Whereas,  This  class  of  milk  lowers  the  blended  price  to  the  dairymen 
and  also  frequently  demoralizes  the  fluid  milk  market,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  Mercer  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  25  go  on  record  as 
favoring,  (1)  general  market  pools  in  the  respective  milk  marketing  areas 
in  the  state  in  order  to  stabilize  the  market  and  equalize  prices  and  (2) 
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some  Basic-Surplus  plan  whereby  each  dairyman  may  or  may  not  produce 
this  low  priced  milk  as  best  suits  his  purpose. 

The  committee  feels  this  resolution  is  too  indefinite.  We  refer  it  to  the 
standing  legislative  committee  for  further  study. 

Recommendation  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  24— Introduced  by  Mercer  County  Pomona 

Whereas  There  is  general  dissatisfaction  with  the  present  sanitary 
requirements'  for  the  production  of  fluid  milk,  and  duplication  of  effort 
in  the  enforcement  of  the  same,  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  these  requirements  do  not  guarantee  the 
quality  of  the  product,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  Mercer  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  25  go  on  record  as 
favoring   greater   emphasis   being    placed   on    the   cleanliness,    purity   and 
quality  of  the  milk  when  it  arrives  at  the  plant  and  less  on  the  pbysica 
equipment  on  the  farms  and  that  all  inspection  and  the  enforcement  of  all 
sanitary  requirements  be  placed  with  our  State  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  first  part  of  this  resolution  is  approved. 

Since  the  legislature  does  not  meet  until  1941  we  deem  it  unwise  to 
ask  for  this  specific  change. 

Recommendation  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  26— Introduced  by  Susquehanna  County  Pomona 
Whereas,  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  has  gone  on  record  as  being  op- 
posed  to  any  compulsory  form  of  milk  control  laws,  but  as  being  m  favor 
of  Voluntary  control  under  the  control  of  the  producers  of  milk,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  believing  the  plan  now  in  operation  in  the  N.  Y.  Met- 
ropolitan district,  namely,  marketing  agreements,  to  be  in  line  with  th  s 
policy,  Pomona  Grange  No.  7  recommends  that  a  similar  policy  applicable 
to  conditions  in  Pennsylvania  be  adopted.    Be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  Pomona  Master  present  this  resolution  at  next  session 
of  State  Grange. 

The  committee  has  covered  this  resolution  in  its  report. 

Recommendation  of  committee  sustained. 


REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMITTEE 

The  State  Grange  has  always  been  a  very  good  friend  of  our  farmers 
and  has  always  taken  a  very  active  part  in  farm  legislation. 

Through  the  Conservation  Act  farmers  have  been  getting  from  the 
National  and  State  governments  some  aid  helping  to  maintain  and  keep 
soil  fertility  so  we  can  grow  more.  As  we  drive  through  this  grand  oia 
state  of  ours  we  notice  conditions  of  farms,  homes,  and  farm  buildings 
needing  so  much  repair  in  way  of  carpentry,  bricklaying,  stone  masonry, 
paint,  and  a  great  many  other  repairs  needed. 

This  Committee  feels  that  farm  buildings  should  have  the  same  con- 
sideration from  our  State  and  National  governments  in  helping  to  main- 
tain them  the  same  as  soil  until  such  time  as  the  farmer  receives  enougn 
from  operation  of  the  farm  to  make  necessary  repairs. 

If  farmers   want  advice   regarding  gully  washing   or   strip   farming,

or  in  any  way  maintaining  soil  fertility,  the  Agricultural  Extension  Ser- 
vice is  always  ready  and  willing  to  come  to  their  rescae. 

We  the  Committee  recommend  the  continuation  of  a  sound  soil  conser- 
vation program  for  the  better  use  of  land,  but  never  as  a  means  for  crop 

control.

Whereas,  Notwithstanding  the  Telephone  rates  are  uniform  throughout 
Perry  County,  it  is  apparent  that  the  service  rendered  each  subscriber 
varies  greatly  in  different  sections  of  the  County,  making  it  necessary  to 
pay  a  minimum  ten  cent  toll  to  talk  to  your  neighbor  only  a  mile  or  two 
away,  and  the  ten  mile  limit  does  not  apply  to  County  borders,  and  other 
Companies. 
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Therefore  be  it  resolved,  by  Perry  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  69,  in 
regular  session,  this  eighteenth  day  of  November,  1939,  that  a  committee 
be  appointed  by  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange,  to  make  a  study  of  the 
rate  structure  of  the  Telephone  companies  operating  in  the  different  parts 
of  the  State,  and  accumulate  such  data  as  may  be  necessary,  and  report  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  State  Grange,  making  such  recommendations  as 
they  may  deem  advisable,  to  be  presented  to  the  Pennsylvania  Public  Ser- 
vice Commission. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  committee  on  this  resolution. 

The  committee  recommended  that  it  be  given  to  the  standing  Legisla- 
tive Committee  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  for  action. 

Recommendation  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  33,  Introduced  by  Bradford  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  we  recognize  the  importance  of  the  Juvenile  Grange  and 
whereas  we  believe  that  it  could  become  of  such  greater  value  if  certain 
changes  in  its  government  were  made: 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  we  petition  the  National  Grange  to  open 
the  whole  subject  of  Juvenile  Grange  Legislation  with  a  view  to  (making 
needed  improvements.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  JUVENILE  GRANGES 

To  insure  a  continuing  organization  the  Grange  must  have  a  constant 
inflowing  of  young  blood.  Believing  that  one  of  the  very  best  sources  of 
this  is  the  Juvenile  Grange,  we  urge  every  Master,  Pomona  and  Subor- 
dinate, to  make  a  more  thorough  and  careful  study  of  the  Juvenile  Grange 
and  its  possibilities,  and  endeavor  in  every  way  to  promote  the  successful 
growth  of  tliis  branch  of  our  order. 

We  rejoice  that  the  National  Grange  has  at  last  set  up  machinery,  in 
the  shape  of  the  Youth  Committee,  to  take  care  of  the  Juvenile  work.  We 
urge  every  Master  to  appoint  this  Youth  Committee  and  to  see  that  it 
becomes  a  real  working  committee.  We  believe  that  one  of  the  first  duties 
of  this  committee  should  be  the  care  and  oversight  of  the  Juvenile  Grange. 
In  Granges  that  have  no  Juvenile,  one  of  its  first  duties  should  be  a  careful 
study  of  Juvenile  work  and  of  their  local  field  with  a  view  to  establishing 
a  Juvenile  Grange  wherever  possible. 

We  wish  to  point  out  the  fact  that  where  it  is  found  impractical  to 
establish  a  Juvenile  Grange,  the  obligation  of  a  Subordinate  Grange  to  the 
children  within  its  jurisdiction  in  no  wise  ceases.  We  should  strive  to  do 
two  things:  to  interest  the  children  and  young  people  of  our  community  in 
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the  work  and  aims  of  the  Grange,  and  to  open  their  eyes  to  the  beauties 
and  pleasures  of  country  life.  To  this  end  we  should  have  Children's  night 
in  the  Grange  at  stated  intervals,  we  should  sponsor  4-H  clubs,  scouting, 
nature  clubs,  and  should  take  an  active  interest  in  vocational  agriculture, 
in  Future  Farmers,  and  kindred  organizations. 

Every  Subordinate  Master  should  strive  to  see  that  the  Juvenile  within 
his  doors  is  doing  the  very  best  work  that  it  is  possible  for  that  Juvenile 
to  do.  He  should  visit  the  Juvenile  now  and  then,  and  should  know  that 
their  work  is  being  carried  on  in  a  businesslike  way.  We  would  like  to 
pass  on  this  very  good  suggestion  which  comes  from  one  of  our  Deputies: 
"Let  each  Subordinate  officer  adopt  the  corresponding  Juvenile  officer  as 
his  or  her  little  brother  or  sister,  giving  them  special  instruction  in  the 
work  of  the  office  and  helping  them  in  every  possible  way." 

Let  us  remember  that  if  the  Grange  of  tomorrow  is  to  march  forward, 
it  must  be  on  the  feet  of  the  children  of  today.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOME  ECONOMICS  COMMITTEE 

The  Home  Economics  Committee  in  presenting  its  report  to  the  State 
Grange  is  saddened  by  the  loss  of  its  former  leader,  Mrs.  Georgia  PioUet, 
who  for  many  years  gave  so  gladly  and  so  loyally  of  her  time  and  thought 
to  the  furtherance  of  Home  Economics  in  the  Grange.  "And  I  heard  a  voice 
from  heaven  saying  unto  me.  Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord; 
yea  saith  the  Spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from  their  labors,  and  their  works 
do  follow  them." 

The  Committee  also  regrets  deeply  the  absence  today  through  illness 
of  Mrs.  Charlotte  Ruppin,  the  present  chairman.  Mrs.  Ruppin  has  had  an 
unbroken  record  of  twenty-two  years'  attendance  at  State  Grange.  She 
sends  greetings  and  regrets  that  she  cannot  be  here. 

The  Committee  is  happy  to  report  a  Home  Economics  Chairman  in 
every  Pomona  of  the   State  and  in  nearly  all  Subordinate  Granges.     A 
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definite  and  marked  increase  of  interest  in  the  work  is  noted.    The  motto 
"Service  and  Hospitality"  has  been  faithfuly  observed. 

Earlv  in  the  year  the  State  Committee  sent  out  circular  letters  o(f 
suggestions  and  instructions  to  all  Potnona  Chairmen.  These  were  followed 
by  a  Home  Economics  leaflet  to  all  Pomona  and  Subordmate  Chairmen  and 
later  by  questionnaires  of  accomplishments.  Definite  programs  have  not 
been  planned  to  fit  all  communities.  Each  committee  must  necessarily  ad- 
just its  program  to  the  needs  of  the  individual  community. 

The  National  Chairman  of  Home  Economics,  Mrs.  Tucker,  has  pre- 
pared a  splendid  handbook  and  these  have  been  sent  out  by  the  State 
Committee  to  all  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Chairmen.  The  National  Com- 
mittee requests  that  this  be  continued  for  the  coming  year  as  no  new  hand- 
book will  be  issued  this  year. 

The  state  was  divided  into  five  sections,  each  section  to  be  taken  care 
of  by  a  respective  member  of  the  Committee.  The  programs  and  activities 
reported  were  various  and  were  undertaken  in  cooperation  with  other  de- 
partments of  the  Grange.  Credit  for  the  work  herein  reported  does  not  be- 
long alone  to  the  Home  Economics  Committees. 

One  of  the  important  duties  of  the  Home  Economics  Committee  is  to 
furnish  material  for  the  Home  Economics  page  in  the  Grange  News.  In 
this  we  have  solicited  and  will  continue  to  solicit  the  help  of  all  the  Sisters 
of  the  Grange. 

We  have  gone  carefully  over  all  reports  and  wish  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing as  outstanding  achievements  of  the  various  Subordinate  and  Po- 
mona Committees:  Painted,  remodelled  and  cleaned  halls;  purchased  new 
equipment  and  improved  surroundings  of  halls;  sponsored  Mother-Daughter 
banquets  and  put  on  Mother's  Day  program;  made  robes  and  station  cov- 
ers: assisted  with  dramatics;  made  loans  to  girls  to  enable  them  to  attend 
college;  sponsored  music  festival;  sent  cards  and  flowers  to  the  sick;  gave 
Easter  baskets  to  Grange  children;  gave  a  harvest  tea  and  showed  movies 
for  children;  decorated  and  took  charge  of  booths  at  county  fairs;  spon- 
sored  garden  clubs,  4-H  Clubs,  and  amateur  programs;  sponsored  Go  to 
Church"  Sunday;  took  charge  of  lunch  for  annual  corn  husking;  assisted 
juveniles  in  placing  shrubbery  around  Grange  halls;  assisted  with  program 
on  history  and  life  of  Father  Kelly;  planned  and  arranged  for  a  community 
Christmas  tree;  purchased  Bible  for  Grange;  gave  money  to  W.  C.  T.  U.; 
sponsored  magazine  club;  took  charge  of  community  fair;  assisted  m  enhst- 
ing  new  members;  held  a  memorial  service  in  honor  of  Mrs.  PioUet;  spon- 
sored public  fish  fry;  improved  parking  lot;  gave  donation  to  local  hospital; 
stressed  good  citizenship  and  assisted  in  getting  out  all  voters  in  com- 
munity on  election  day. 

Reports  have  not  been  received  from  all  counties  but  the  Committee 
feels  sure  every  county  has  had  some  small  part  at  least  in  bringing  about 
an  increase  of  interest  in  this  work.

In  order  to  make  the  work  more  efficient,  the  Committee  recommends 
that  in  both  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges  the  Master  early  m  his 
administration  appoint  a  Home  Economics  Committee;  that  the  names  ol 
the  Pomona  Home  Economics  Chairman  be  sent  at  once  to  the  Secretary  ol 
the  State  Home  Economics  Committee;  and  that  Masters,  both  Subordinate 
and  Pomona,  call  upon  this  Committee  just  as  on  any  other  standing  com- 
mittee to  report  at  each  meeting. 
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In  order  to  stimulate  the  improvement  of  halls  and  grounds,  the  State 
Committee  offered  two  prizes  of  $10.00  and  $5.00  respectively  to  the  Granges 
attaining  the  highest  point  of  efficiency.  On  checking  the  scores  of  coun- 
ties entering  the  contest,  it  was  found  that  Scrubgrass  Grange  of  Venango 
County  had  attained  the  highest  score,  thus  receiving  the  first  prize  of 
$10.00,  and  Union  Grange  of  Susquehanna  County  the  second  highest  re- 
ceives the  second  prize  of  $5.00.  We  wish  to  thank  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee for  the  same. 

The  Committee  wants  to  thank  the  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Commit- 
tees for  their  interest  manifested  in  their  work  through  their  cooperation 
with  the  State  Committee  and  their  response  to  the  suggestions  offered, 
and  also  all  members  of  the  Grange  who  have  helped  with  this  work  during 

the  year.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION  AND 

BY-LAWS 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  wish  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing report. 

Since  our  Constitution  and  By-Laws  were  revised  recently,  we  feel  that 
but  few  changes  are  needed.  However,  the  wording  of  some  parts  need  to 
be  changed  to  comply  with  that  of  the  Constitution  of  the  National  Grange. 

On  page  29,  Article  2,  Section  2,  we  recommend  that  the  words  "or 
past  "Masters"  be  stricken  out. 

On  page  38,  Article  15,  Section  1,  we  recommend  that  $10.00  be  stricken 
out  and  $5.00  be  inserted.  On  page  39,  Section  2,  that  again  $10.00  be  strick- 
en out  and  $5.00  inserted. 

On  page  43,  Article  4,  Section  4,  we  recommend  that  the  words  "or  past 
Masters"  be  stricken  out. 

On  page  45,  Article  5,  Section  2,  the  word  "six"  be  stricken  out  and 
the  word  "two"  inserted. 

On  page  49,  Article  1,  Section  4,  we  recommend  that  the  word  "ten" 
be  stricken  out  and  "five"  inserted. 

On  page  52,  Article  6,  Section  1,  we  recommend  the  following  be 
stricken  out,  "A  fee  of  fifty  cents  shall  be  charged  for  reinstating  a  sus- 
pended or  otherwise  unaffiliated  member".

The  Grange  being  a  National  order,  be  it  hereby  resolved  that  all 
foreign  born  persons  seeking  membership  be  required  to  show  proof  of 
citizenship  in  the  United  States.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RURAL  ELECTRIFICATION 

Electricity  is  an  essential  commodity  on  many  farms  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  a  great  number  of  other  rural  people  are  desirous  of  receiving  electric 
service  and  facilities. 

Almost  twenty  years  ago  the  State  Grange  assumed  the  leadership 
in  the  fight  for  the  extension  of  electric  service  to  rural  communities, 
under  such  conditions  that  farmers  can  afford  the  same.  During  this 
period  the  State  Grange  joined  with  other  rural  organizations  on  a  plan 
of  negotiating  with  the  utilities,  and  the  Public  Service  Commission  ex- 
tended its  facilities  to  aid  the  rural  group.  The  Grange  continued  to  par- 
ticipate in  this  joint  action  until  the  withdrawal  of  the  Public  Service 
Commission  from  cooperating  with  said  rural  organizations. 

Much  has  been  accomplished,  but  the  Grange  must  be  awake  on  two 
fronts : 

To  keep  the  cost  at  a  figure  which  the  farmer  can  afford  to  pay  and 
use  the  amount  he  needs  for  farm  operation  and  in  the  home;  and, 
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To  extend  power  lines  to  rural  communities  who  desire  the  same  at  a 
cost  that  they  can  afford  to  pay. 

Your  Committee  views  with  a  certain  measure  of  alarm  the  effort  of 
several  of  the  cities  of  the  State  to  provide  municipal  power  plants  for 
themselves.  We  are  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  effort  to  get  the  cheapest 
liirht  and  power  possible,  but  it  would  be  a  real  calamity  to  the  surrounding 
community  if  the  city  should  develop  the  heavily  populated  part  of  the 
community  without  taking  in  the  rural  surroundings,  and  every  Grange 
in  the  State  should  be  alert  to  see  that  their  interest  is  cared  for  m  all 
such  electric  developments.  We  reaffirm  the  policy  adopted  at  the  Johns- 
town meeting  to  the  effect  that  an  electric  company's  entire  territory 
be  considered  as  a  service  area  unit  in  establishing  rates. 

The  Federal  Government  has  made  available  vast  sums  of  money 
for  the  purpose  of  assisting  rural  cooperative  associations  in  extending 
electric  service  to  their  members.  A  number  of  associations  in  this  State 
have  availed  themselves  of  these  facilities.  Some  of  these  have  already 
erected  lines  and  are  providing  current  for  farmers  within  their  operating 
areas.  The  combined  programs  of  these  associations  call  for  the  eventual 
extension  of  current  over  rather  wide  areas  within  the  State.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE 

We,  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  beg  to  submit  the  following  report: 

Marketing 

Pennyslvania  Agriculture  has  lost  much  of  its  market  to  other  States 
and  nations  because  of  its  proximity  to  the  best  markets  in  the  world. 
This  condition  has  been  brought  about  because  areas  less  favored  with 
good  markets  have  found  it  necessary  in  order  to  find  a  market  for  their 
products  to  resort  to  extensive  campaigns  of  advertising,  thereby  absorbing 
the  markets  at  our  door.  The  Pennsylvania  Farmer  has  felt  so  secure  in 
his  markets  because  of  their  proximity  that  he  has  left  to  distribution 
agencies  the  task  of  advertising  his  products.  As  a  result  of  this  the 
orange  and  the  prune  have  replaced  the  apple  and  the  peach.  Idaho, 
Maine,  and  Michigan  potatoes  have  replaced  the  Pennsylvania  product. 
The  same  is  true  in  the  milk  markets.  We  therefore  recommend  that 
Pennsylvania  through  its  Department  of  Agriculture  enter  into  an  ex- 
tensive educational  campaign  to  advertise  the  superior  qualities  and  food 
values  of  its  own  products. 

The  agricultural  products  of  the  United  States  have  been  placed  in 
direct  competition  through  reciprocal  trade  agreements  with  like  products 
produced  under  a  vastly  different  living  and  labor  condition  which  makes 
it  impossible  for  the  farmer  to  realize  an  income  from  his  products  suf- 
ficient to  permit  him  to  maintain  his  present  status  under  our  plane  of 
living. 


We  insist  that  tariff  schedules  be  so  arranged  that  the  market  for 
the  products  of  Agriculture  shall  be  reserved  for  American  Agriculture 
as  long  as  the  farmer  is  able  to  supply  it. 

Research 

The  change  in  marketing  conditions  throughout  the  world  in  the  last 
two  decades  has  made  it  necessary  to  find  new  agricultural  products  and 
new  uses  for  agricultural  products.  We  therefore  recommend  that  all 
possible  aid  be  given  to  all  agencies  that  have  for  their  purpose  the  de- 
velopment of  the  new  uses  for  the  products  of  agriculture. 

Soil  Conservation 

Soil  is  the  basis  of  Agriculture. 

The  methods  pursued  in  the  cultivation  of  our  Pennsylvania  soils  have 
to  a  very  large  extent  robbed  them  of  their  natural  fertility  and  made ' 
them  susceptible  to  erosion  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  large  (areas 
useless  for  the  growing  of  grains  and  vegetables. 

We  are  heartily  in  accord  with  the  principles  of  soil  conservation  as 
embodied  in  the  Federal  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act.  We  believe  that 
the  policy  of  education  and  financial  aid  in  tree  planting,  strip  cropping, 
and  soil  building  should  receive  the  wholehearted  support  of  M  Pennsyl- 
vania agriculture.  The  goal  which  it  is  hoped  to  attain  through  Soil 
Conservation  can  easily  be  and  we  believe  will  be  defeated,  by  being 
associated  in  any  way  with  control  production. 

Taxation 

The  Grange  believes  that  the  function  of  government  is  to  create  and 
maintain  conditions  which  will  make  it  possible  for  the  individual  by  his 
own  efforts  to  provide  for  himself  and  his  family. 

Government  by  statesmen  has  to  a  large  extent  been  replaced  by  gov- 
ernment by  pressure  groups  with  the  result  that  its  cost  has  been  in- 
creased out  of  proportion  to  the  services  rendered  to  such  an  extent  that 
it  is  rapidly  sapping  the  life  blood  of  all  productive  industry  and  thereby 
sowing  the  seeds  of  discontent  which  may  develop  into  a  distrust  of  our 
democratic  form  of  government. 

The  highly  competitive  field  of  markets  for  agricultural  products 
coupled  with  the  extensive  diversification  of  these  products  makes  it 
difficult  to  control  their  flow  to  market. 

Under  our  present  system  of  taxation,  this  condition  causes  the 
gravitation  of  the  cost  of  government  from  whatever  source  back  to  the 
farm. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  Grange  exert  all  possible  effort 
to  have  the  tax  structure  revised  so  as  to  remove  direct  taxes  from  all 
agricultural  real  estate,  where  other  than  local  agencies  direct  the  expend- 
iture of  revenues  derived  from  such  taxes.

Resolution  No.  4 — Presented  by  Butler  County  Pomona  Grange 
Resolved,  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  go  on  record  as  against 
any  individual  or  group  of  individuals  hindering  the  flow  of  farm  produce 
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to  market  by  fixing  the  price  of  the  transportation,  the  location  of  the 
transportation,  or  fixing  any  set  price  for  transportation  operators  to 
deliver  the  farm  produce  to  any  market  within  the  commonwealth.  Any 
group  found  guilty  of  this  activity  will  be  fined  and  given  a 

penalty  of  a  prison  term. 

Committee  approves  this  resolution  in  principle  only. 

Recommendation  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  12— Presented  by  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  The  regulations  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  at  Harrisburg  for  the  shipment  of  cattle  out 
of  the  state  require  that  the  animals  be  assembled  at  one  point,  blood 
samples  taken,  and  the  animals  held  until  the  results  of  the  Bang's  Disease 
test  are  received  from  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  in  Harrisburg 
which  in  some  instances  necessitates  keeping  the  animals  for  a  week  or 
more  at  the  buyer's  expense,  and 

Whereas,  In  addition  to  this  expense  the  buyer  algo  bears  the  entire 
loss  of  any  animals  reacting  to  the  test  without  receiving  any  indemnity 
from  the  state,  and 

Whereas,  The  present  regulations  tend  to  divert  purchasers  to  other 
states  which  directly  results  in  a  loss  of  the  sale  of  cattle  to  farmers  of 
this  state, 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  That  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange 
respectfully  request  such  modifications  of  the  present  regulations  as  will 
permit  the  purchase  and  shipment  of  cattle  by  buyers  (from  other  states 
without  undue  and  unnecessary  expense,  and  thus  again  restore  this  market 
to  Pennsylvania  farmers. 

This  resolution  is  not  approved  for  the  reason  that  we  believe  that  the 
shipment  of  cattle  is  being  handled  in  the  best  interests  of  disease  control 
and  in  conformity  with  the  health  requirements  of  the  states  to  which 
the  cattle  are  shipped. 

Recommendation  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  17 — Presented  by  Erie  County  Pomona  Grange 

Resolved,  That  the  Pomona  .Grange  request  the  State  Grange  to  take 
some  action  in  regard  to  the  high  price  of  farm  machinery,  inasmuch  as 
the  price  of  farm  machinery  has  been  doubled  in  recent  years,  whereas 
automobiles  have  been  improved  and  are  selling  for  about  half  the  price 
they  did  twenty  years  ago.  Why? 

Approved  in  principle. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  21 — Presented  by  Lawrence  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  The  opening  of  the  hunting  season  on  November  first  is  a 
hardship  to  the  farmer,  as  his  livestock  is  still  on  pasture  and  is  often 
frightened  and  sometimes  stampeded  causing  great  loss  of  time  to  the 
farmer  in  getting  it  corralled,  and  sometimes  stock  is  accidentally 
killed  or  injured;  often  the  farmer  working  at  his  crops  has  been  the 
victim  of  careless  shooting  and 

Whereas,  The  farmer  whose  crops  the  game  feed  on  is  too  busy  with 
his  fall  work  to  enjoy  the  hunting  season,  and 

Whereas,  The  above  conditions  have  caused  the  farmer  to  have  a  dis- 
like for  the  sportsman,  therefore  be  it 
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Resolved,  That  Lawrence  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  65  recommend 
that  the  hunting  season  begin  December  1,  and  that  this  resolution  be 
carried  to  State  Grange  in  Chambersburg  asking  that  the  Grange  use  its 
influence  on  the  Game  Commission  of  the  state  to  have  such  a  change  made. 

Not  approved — for  the  reason  that  any  land  owner  who  does  not  ap- 
prove of  hunting  on  his  land  at  the  time  stated  in  this  resolution  or  at 
any  other  time,  is  permitted  to  exclude  hunters  from  his  land  by  posting 
the  same. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  25 — Presented  by  Potter  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  Pennsylvania  is  rapidly  advancing  to  the  front  as  a  potato 
producing  state  in  both  seed  and  table  stock  and  as  the  state  has  an  out- 
standing experimental  project  called  Camp  Potato  in  Potter  County  under 
the  personal  supervision  of  Dr.  E.  L.  Nixon,  whose  one  and  only  object  is 
to  develop  a  high  yielding  and  disease  free  potato;  and,  if  this  is  accom- 
plished it  will  not  only  benefit  the  growers  but  every  other  business  in  the 
State,  and 

Whereas,  other  farm  organizations  in  the  state  are  endorsing  said  pro- 
ject. 

Be  it  resolved.  That  the  Potter  County  Pomona  No.  54  in  its  November 
16,  1939,  session  urges  the  State  Grange  in  its  annual  session  December 
12-14,  1939,  to  give  its  endorsement  to  this  worthy  project. 

The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  has  always  approved  the  Research 
activities  of  Pennsylvania  State  College,  and  if  this  comes  under  its 
jurisdiction  it  is  approved. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  38 — Presented  by  Huntingdon  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  One  of  Pennsylvania's  choicest  birds,  the  quail,  commonly 
known  as  the  "bob-white",  is  being  thoughtlessly  destroyed  by  hunters 
and  others,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Huntingdon  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  6  go  on 
record  as  protesting  against  the  ruthless  slaughter  of  this  useful  and  pop- 
ular feathered  friend  of  man,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  resolution  be  presented  to  our  State  Grange  at  its 
next  regular  annual  meeting  for  appropriate  action. 

Approved  by  committee. 

Action  of  committee  sustained.

Your  Insurance  Committee  most  heartily  endorses  the  recommenda- 
tions  of   the    Executive    Committee    that  this   important    Grange    service, 
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furnished  by  The  Farmers  &  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company  be  given 
the  place  it  deserves  in  our  cooperative  work  for  the  ultimate  benefit  of

The  Committee  on  Pomona  Granges  wish  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port: 

Your  Committee,  realizing  the  responsibility  of  the  Pomona  Grange 
as  legislators  of  our  Order,  urge  the  encouragement  of  all  resolutions  of 
importance  passed  by  a  Subordinate  Grange  to  be  sent  to  the  Pomona 
Grange,  and  if  acted  upon  favorably  to  be  brought  to  our  State  Grange 
meeting.

We  further  recommend  that  a  closer  relationship  should  exist  between 
Pomona  and  Subordinate  Granges  as  far  as  the  ritual  and  the  Con- 
stitution and  By-laws  are  concerned. 

Further,  we  recommend  that  the  Pomona  Masters  arrange  a  confer- 
ence for  Pomona  officers  with  the  Masters  and  Lecturers  of  Subordinate 
Granges  of  the  county  as  soon  after  installation  as  possible,  to  exchange 
ideas  and  helps  for  programs  and  activities  for  the  coming  Grange  year. 

In  conclusion,  we  feel  that  Pomona  Granges  cooperate  fully  with  any 
and  all  kindred  groups  and  movements  whose  activities  and  principles  run 
along  the  same  lines  as  the  Grange  and  which  would  develop  a  higher 
state  of  manhood  and  womanhood,  not  only  among  ourselves  but  those 
outside  of  the  Grange  as  well.

Resolution  No.  42 — Presented  by  Indiana  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  The  Farmer  as  an  individual  under  present  economic  con- 
ditions finds  himself  at  a  disadvantage  in  dealing  with  various  highly 
organized  commercial  and  industrial  forces,  both  in  the  sale  of  his  products 
and  purchase  of  his  supplies,  machinery,  and  services,  and 

Whereas,  Cooperatives  in  action,  where  given  a  fair  trial,  are  render- 
ing real  service  of  practical  value  in  various  fields  of  activity,  and 

Whereas,  Promoting  and  fostering  cooperative  activity  together  with 
economic  and  cultural  education  has  been  from  the  inception  of  the  Grange, 
a  policy  of  major  emphasis,  and 

Whereas,  Owing  to  adverse  economic  and  industrial  conditions  result- 
ing in  dissatisfaction,  unrest,  and  bewilderment,  rural  people  are  a  fertile 
field  for  the  promotion  of  organizations  which  are  unsound  and  imprac- 
tical in  principle  and  program. 
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Be  it  therefore  resolved,  That  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange,  as- 
sembled in  the  sixty-seventh  annual  session  at  Chambersburg,  December 
12-14,  1939,  reaffirm  its  policy  of  favoring  sound  cooperative  activity  in 
various  realms  of  economics  and  education,  and 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  That  the  Master  of  Pensylvania  State  Grange 
include  in  his  program  for  the  subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges  of  the 
State  a  special  emphasis  on  education  concerning  cooperatives,  along  the 
line  of: 

1.  A  special  study  of  cooperatives  in  principle  and  i^ractice. 

2.  Exploration  of  the  possibilities  of  self-help  through  constructive 
united  action. 

3.  Encouragement  of  individual  and  collective  initiative  rather  thaa 
reliance  on  governmental  aid. 

4.  Nurture  of  a  better  cooperative  spirit  among  cooperatives  them- 
selves.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HORTICULTURE 

Due  to  the  fact  that  no  resolutions  have  been  offered,  your  Committee 
takes  for  granted  that  the  fruit  grov^rers  are  satisfied  with  their  conditions, 
but  we  as  your  Committee  find  conditions  very  complex  and  disheartening 
to  the  grower. 

Having  no  export  this  year,  we  have  several  million  bushels  of  apples 
left  for  our  already  crowded  markets. 

We  haye  neglected  the  advertising  of  our  product  and  allowed  citrus 
fruits  to  take  its  place. 

Why  do  we  not  use  the  fruits  we  grow  or  their  juices,  which  contain 
vitamins  that  the  citrus  fruits  do  not?  As  the  saying  goes,  "An  apple  a  day 
keeps  the  doctor  away,"  and  "Three  apples  a  day  keeps  the  wrinkles 
away".  Surely  this  will  appeal  to  the  fairer  sex. 

Since  we  have  this  surplus,  we  urge  the  housewife  to  use  home-grown 
fruits  for  greater  economy  and  a  healthful  diet. 

While  the  Federal  administration  might  feel  they  are  doing  a  service 
in  distribution,  as  it  is  managed  it  seems  to  make  conditions  more  complex. 
Relief  apples  are  being  shipped  from  other  states  and  dumped  in  our  fruit 
growing  sections  rather  than  using  the  fruit  grown  in  these  sections. 
We  recommend  that  where  fruit  is  being  used  for  relief  the  local  grower 
be  given  first  chance  to  supply  these  orders,  thus  resulting  in  a  saving 
of  transportation  and  eliminating  the  necessity  of  the  grower  locating  an 
outside  market. 

We  recommend  the  eradication  of  all  the  varieties  that  seem  to  be 
undesirable,  thus  creating  a  market  for  our  better  varieties  and  destroying 
the  harbor  of  disease  and  insects. 

While  our  remarks  have  been  confined  mainly  to  the  apple,  this  applies 
to  all  Pennsylvania  grown  fruits. 

We  recommend  that  there  be  a  closer  cooperation  between  fruit  grow- 
ers and  their  organizations  and  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  the  end 
that  better  grades  and  improved  marketing  facilities  be  provided  for  the 
grower.    We  well  know  that  the  western  apple  with  its  fine  grading  and 


packing  takes  from  us  our  finest  markets  while  our  fruit  has  a  better 
flavor  and  can  be  given  to  the  public  for  less  money  due  to  transportation 
charges. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture  conduct  an 
inspection  of  spray  materials,  insuring  the  grower  against  inferior  ma- 
terials and  giving  him  a  better  chance  to  produce  clean  fruit. 

Since  our  ritual  encourages  the  beautifying  of  our  homes  and  grounds, 
we  encourage  the  landscaping  of  home,  church  and  school,  and  not  forget- 
ting the  Grange  Home.    We  believe  the  beautifying  of  the  Grange  property 
*  will  add  greatly  to  the  Grange  spirit  in  the  community.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION 

The  future  under  God's  providence  lies  in  the  hands  of  youth.  Educa- 
tion since  it  occupies  more  than  two-thirds  of  youth's  life  during  his  mos^ 
impressionable  and  formative  period  is  a  most  potent  factor  m  shapmg 
youth's  attitude  and  course  of  action. 

Today  in  a  world  in  which  enlightenment  and  education  are  more 
widespread  and  general  than  ever  before,  we  find  more  universal  unrest, 
discontent,  and  war  than  in  any  age  past.  Education  alone  cannot  be 
held  responsible  but  it  is  surely  more  than  mere  coincidence  that  in  the 
very  countries  hailed  as  leaders  in  science,  whose  educational  methods  have 
been  most  lauded  in  America,  human  rights  and  personal  liberty  have 
given  way  to  hate  and  national  regimentation  amounting  to  virtual 
slavery. 

But  we  need  not  look  at  tragic  Europe,  for  the  widespread  industrial, 
economic,  and  social  strife  in  our  own  country,  where  free  education  has 
been  the  privilege  of  all,  should  cause  us  to  scrutinize  our  educational 
system  from  university  to  kindergarten,  from  local  school  district  to  state 
departments  and  federal  bureau. 

Each  phase,  whether  it  be  the  method  of  appropriating  support,  ad- 
ministration and  maintenance,  courses  taught,  or  attitude  of  teacher  should 
be  weighed  as  to  whether  it  destroys  or  inculcates  those  virtues  of  self- 
reliance,  initiative,  sacrifice,  a  decent  regard  for  citizenship,  reverence 
for  God  and  respect  for  the  personality  of  his  fellowmen,  which  have  been 
the  pride  of  American  citizenry  and  the  safeguards  of  our  democracy. 

On  the  basis  of  this  test  the  Grange  has  insisted  on  the  local  deter- 
mination and  control  of  education.  Slowly,  almost  imperceptibly,  there 
has  been  a  tendency  in  the  name  oi  efficiency  to  centralize  control  of 
finances  in  the  state  and  national  governments.  With  this  power,  to  with- 
hold appropriations  came  indirect  control  by  setting  up  of  standards  as 
to  types  of  courses,  kinds  of  buildings,  and  through  certification  require- 
ments an  indirect  control  of  the  courses  of  study  and  the  preparation  of 
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teachers.  Because  of  ease  of  measurement  there  has  been  a  tendency  to 
place  emphasis  on  more  or  less  external  material  things  to  the  over- 
shadowing of  those  less  evident  but  more  internal  and  personal  essentials 
such  as  character,  fair  play  and  sacrificial  service.  These  ideals  are  trans- 
mitted from  teacher  to  student  regardless  of  expensive  buildings,  winning 
athletic  teams,  or  multitudinous  courses  of  study  and  extra  curricular 
activities. 

Hence  we  suggest  that  greater  emphasis  be  placed  on  the  selection 
of  leaders  and  teachers  not  merely  of  proven  scholarship  but  of  the  highest 
integrity  and  spiritual  personality,  teachers  who  will  put  the  instilling  of 
character,  service  to  others,  and  the  dignity  of  work  ahead  of  mere  gaining 
of  facts  and  advancement  of  self. 

Simplification  of  Curriculum: 

We  question  the  modern  tendency  to  crowd  our  elementary  and  high 
school  curriculae  with  a  host  of  subjects,  many  of  which  a  few  years  ago 
were  given  only  to  maturer  students  of  college  age.  Have  the  natural  laws 
of  growth  and  development  changed?  Are  the  powers  of  reasoning,  judg- 
ment, and  ability  to  grasp  and  apply  facts  greater  in  the  boy  or  girl  of 
14  and  15  than  they  were  in  the  men  and  women  of  24  or  25  a  few  decades 
past?  Rather  the  experience  of  our  boys  and  girls  educated  in  the  country 
school  shows  that  a  pupil  well  founded  in  the  three  R's,  imbued  with  a 
sense  of  responsibility,  and  drilled  in  earnest  and  prolonged  application  is 
better  equipped  for  life  than  pupils  exposed  to  a  broad  but  shallow  cur- 
riculum accompanied  by  a  ceaseless  round  of  extracurricular  activities, 
valuable  as  these  may  be. 

The  elementary  and  secondary  schools  are  designed  to  provide  the 
foundation  upon  which  all  the  rest  of  our  life  structure  rests.  Hence  it 
would  appear  wise  to  construct  this  foundation  of  a  few  solid  well  hewed 
rock  rather  than  from  shifting  sands  of  educational  fads  and  information, 
much  of  which  will  have  been  outmoded  long  ere  the  youth  gets  into  his 
lifework.  Rather  let  us  lay  a  firm  tested  foundation,  then  by  continuing 
or  adult  education  supply  the  supplementary  and  specialized  facts  as 
needed.  With  the  added  drain  of  physical  development  removed  and  with 
an  aroused  mental  maturity,  older  youth  can  learn  rapidly  and  efficiently 
if  his  foundation  is  sound. 

Vocational  Education: 

While  it  is  a  fine  thing  for  the  state  to  give  people  who  can  appreciate 
it  the  fundamentals  of  a  liberal  education,  it  is  probably  a  more  important 
duty  to  give  the  rank  and  file  that  training  which  will  enable  them  to  be- 
come self  respecting,  self  supporting  citizens  of  the  commonwealth.  Polls 
taken  in  various  sections  of  the  country  indicate  that  a  comparatively 
small  number  of  those  who  received  vocational  training  are  on  relief  rolls. 
It  is  notorious  that  there  are  hundreds  and  thousands  of  high  school  and 
college  graduates  who  are  out  of  employment  and  find  it  impossible  to 
support  themselves.  This  would  indicate  that  a  lot  of  effort  in  the  field 
of  education  has  been  misdirected  and  falls  short  of  fulfilling  the  practical 
requirements  of  the  work-a-day  world.  We  have  failed  to  instruct  in  the 
dignity  of  honest  labor. 

Support  of  Vocational  and  Adult  Education: 

In  rural  life  this  vocational  training  and  its  supplementary  adult  or 
continuing  education  will  fall  within  the  province  of  the  vocational  schools 
or  departments  of  agriculture  and  home  economics,  the  Pennsylvania  State 
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College  and   its  extension  service.     We  accordingly  recommend  the  con- 
tinued and  liberal  support  of  their  work. 

Teacher  Tenure: 

We  reaffirm  the  declarations  of  the  State  Grange  with  reference  to 
the  teacher  tenure  act. 

The  justification  for  any  tenure  legislation  rests  primarily  on  its  as- 
suring  better  training  and  advancement  to  our  children  and  young  people. 
Since  there  will  be  no  opportunity  for  legislative  action  until  after  another 
State  Grange  has  convened,  we  suggest  that  our  patrons  observe  and  study 
carefully  the  effect  of  the  operation  of  the  tenure  act  in  Pennsylvania. 
If  it  does  not  promote  better  teaching,  encourage  improvement  of  teachers 
voluntarily  without,  additional  compulsory  regulation  from  above,  or  if  it 
deprives  the  well  trained  enthusiastic  youth  graduating  from  our  colleges 
of  the  opportunity  to  engage  in  their  chosen  profession  and  render  their 
promised  service  to  the  commonwealth,  then  you  as  parents  and  citizens 
can  justly  demand  modification  or  outright  repeal. 

Old  Age  Pensions: 

It  is  agreed  that  proper  provision  should  be  made  for  security  for 
those  of  advanced  age.  However,  it  must  be  evident  that  there  is  a  crying 
need  for  education  in  regard  to  matters  pertaining  to  old  age  pensions 
and  social  security.  This  is  a  subject  which  should  be  removed  out  of  the 
domain  of  quackery  with  political  expediency  subordinated,  and  sympa- 
thetically studied  in  a  more  rational  light.  It  would  manifestly  be  unfair 
to  the  taxpayers  to  give  the  beneficiaries  of  any  pension  plan  more  than 
is  received  by  those  engaged  in  productive  industry. 

The  State  of  Colorado  furnishes  a  specific  example  of  the  unwisdom 
attaching  to  the  adoption  of  unworkable  old  age  pension  schemes.  Under 
the  provision  of  an  amendment  written  into  the  State  Constitution  through 
the  exercise  of  the  initiative,  Colorado  obligated  itself  to  pay  $45  to  all 
men  and  women  over  sixty,  regardless  of  need.  Approximately  eighty-five 
per  cent  of  all  state  revenues,  aside  from  real  estate  tax,  are  earmarked 
for  the  old  age  pension  fund.  The  result  is  that  the  state  finds  itself 
without  sufficient  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  hospitals,  asylums,  and 
similar  institutions,  and  there  is  not  enough  money  available  for  the  proper 
support  of  the  public  schools. 

We  have  confidence  that  the  older  group  among  our  population  after 
mature  reflection  would  not  be  in  favor  of  imposing  unreasonable  burdens 
upon  their  own  offspring,  neither  would  they  selfishly  pursue  a  course  that 
would  deprive  youth  of  a  reasonable  educational  opportunity. 

Socialized  Medicine: 

We  recommend  to  our  Granges  the  study  of  the  question  of  "Socialized 
Medicine".  At  its  recent  annual  convention  the  National  Grange  went  on 
record  as  opposed  to  what  is  commonly  known  as  "State  Medicine",  but  it 
expressed  itself  as  sympathetic  toward  the  idea  of  group  health  insurance 
or  hospitalization  on  the  voluntary  plan  as  it  exists  in  various  parts  of 
our  country. 

There  is  now  pending  in  Congress  a  bill  embodying  the  National  Health 
Program  which  was  evolved  by  the  Interdepartmental  Committee  on  Co- 
ordination of  Health  and  Medical  Care.  The  chief  objection  from  the 
Grange  viewpoint  is  that  the  plan  would  in  a  short  time  make  the  federal 
government  supreme  in  the  whole  field  of  medical  care  and  would  establish 
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just  one  more  giant  bureaucracy  that  would  devour  the  substance  of  the 
people. 

On  the  same  principle  we  join  with  the  National  Grange  in  opposing 
any  and  all  attempts  to  establish  a  federal  department  of  education  with 
a  secretary  in  the  Cabinet  of  the  President. 
War : 

To  an  increasing  degree  by  all  thinking  and  well-disposed  people,  war 
is  being  repudiated  as  futile  and  wrong.  But  resistance  to  war  is  not 
enough — we  must  seek  justice,  order,  and  peace,  not  merely  the  absence 
of  war.  We  stand  with  the  National  Grange  for  adequate  defense  as  one 
safeguard  of  peace,  but  we  call  upon  every  patron  to  be  ever  on  guard 
against  being  misled  by  the  insidious  flood  of  propaganda  daily  and  hourly 
poured  upon  our  shores.  We  call  upon  our  people  and  government  to  keep 
from  becoming  entangled  in  either  European  or  Asiatic  wars.  The  ultimate 
justification  for  America's  refusal  to  enter  the  war  lies  in  the  hope  that 
by  conserving  our  democratic  integrity,  our  moral  and  material  strength, 
and  our  spiritual  resources,  this  country  may  be  able  to  render  service  in 
the  name  of  civilization  to  the  nations,  both  vanquished  and  victors,  which 
a  prolonged  war  will  leave  prostrate. 

Moral  Rearmament: 

But  grave  as  is  the  danger  of  threatening  war  against  which  we 
spend  billions  for  armaments,  America's  greatest  peril  is  not  from  without 
but  rather  from  those  subtle  evils  that  destroy  the  spirit  from  within. 

In  these  days  attention  should  be  called  especially  to  those  forces 
undermining  our  traditional  spirit  of  independence,  self-reliance,  and  fear 
of  governmental  usurption  of  the  sovereign  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
citizen.  Formerly  it  was  the  highest  privilege  of  our  forefathers  to  support 
their  government.  Now  in  the  minds  of  many  persons  it  is  becoming  the 
duty  of  the  government  to  support  or  assist  them.  True  it  is  that  during 
the  depths  of  the  economic  depression  which  was  like  a  disease  afflicting 
the  body  politic,  various  organs  required  drastic  stimulation.  But  if 
health  is  ever  to  be  restored,  this  stimulation  must  not  be  too  greatly 
prolonged.  If  continued  too  long,  like  a  drug  it  fixes  its  insidious  hold  upon 
us  and  gives  us  the  feeling  that  all  is  well  while  in  reality  the  inward  life  is 
being  destroyed.  The  attitude  of  those  who  accept  governmental  subsida- 
tion  on  the  plea  that,  "If  I  do  not  take  the  money  somebody  else  will", 
of  the  voter  who  says,  "I  don't  drink  but  I  am  not  going  to  vote  for  tem- 
perance", or  the  teacher  who  states,  "I  believe  in  the  principles  of  Christian 
democracy,"  but  does  not  go  to  the  polls  on  election  day  or  attend  any 
worship  on  the  Lord's  Day,  are  cases  in  point. 

All  these  are  but  the  outward  symptoms  of  a  condition  which  calls 
for  vigorous  and  sustained  moral  rearmament  on  the  part  of  our  people. 
We  must  return  to  a  respect  for  Almighty  God  as  our  Father,  to  the  study 
of  that  Book  of  Wisdom  of  the  Ages,  and  to  the  practice  of  the  principles 
of  Him  who  said,  "I  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto  but  to  minister". 
Like  Him  let  us  morally  rearm  that  we  may  effectively  use  the  sword  of 
the  spirit.

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During  the  past  year  no  material  changes  have  taken  place  in  the 
make-up,  the  appearance  and  the  scope  of  Grange  News.  An  effort  has 
been  made  to  have  it  serve  the  best  interests  of  the  Order.  The  material 
used  has  been  diversified  as  much  as  possible  so  as  to  better  serve  our 
Patrons. 

Each  month  during  the  year  approximately  forty-three  thousand  copies 
of  Grange  News  have  been  issued.  These  have  gone  to  each  Grange 
family  in  the  state;  as  well  as  to  others  interested  in  Grange  News  in 
both  this  and  other  states  in  the  country. 

I  have  found  a  fine  response  from  officers  of  Subordinate  and  Pomona 
Granges  in  supplying  the  News  with  accounts  of  meetings  and  other 
Grange  events.  I  am  particularly  indebted  to  the  State  Lecturer,  Sister 
Kathryn  Gross,  the  Chairman  of  the  Home  Economics  Committee, 
Sister  Charlotte  Ruppin,  the  Juvenile  Superintendent,  Sister  Lucy  Shum- 
way  and  the  Chaplain,  Brother  Ross  M.  Haverfield  for  their  regular  and 
much  worth  while  contributions  submitted  each  month.  We  have  also  had 
a  number  of  fine  contributions  from  other  Patrons. 

Grange  News  is  made  possible  by  member  subscriptions  included  in 
the  annual  dues  and  by  advertising  carried  in  the  paper.  With  these  two 
sources  of  income  and  the  small  amount  obtained  from  general  circulation 
outside  of  the  Grange  membership.  Grange  News  has  just  about  carried 
itself  in  recent  years.  We  do  feel  that  the  advertising  income  can  be 
raised  and  should  be  raised.  We  question  whether  Grange  members  them- 
selves appreciate  the  real  value  of  advertising  space  in  the  News,  partic- 
ularly the  classified  advertising.  Those  who  have  carried  classified  ads  to 
advertise  livestock,  baby  chicks  and  other  like  objects  of  sale  have  found 
Grange  News  a  real  valuable  sales  medium. 

I  am  particularly  indebted  to  Brother  John  H.  Light,  Managing  Editor 
of  Grange  News  for  many  years  for  an  analysis  of  the  advertising  income 
of  the  News  during  a  period  of  years.  I  shall  read  his  report  which  is  as 
follows: 

"The  two  main  sources  of  revenue  of  Pennsylvania  Grange  News  are — 

"Receipts  from  Advertisements;  and  the  money  paid  by  the  State 
Grange  to  Grange  News  in  lieu  of  the  subscription  price  of  thirteen  cents 
per  member,  collected  thru  the  annual  Grange  membership  dues  and  paid 
to  the  State  Grange  in  connection  with  quarterly  dues. 

"A  study  of  the  receipts  and  expenses  since  the  year  1924,  except  1926 
and  1926  where  Journals  of  Proceedings  were  not  available  shows  the 
following  interesting  facts.

"Receipts  from  advertisements  are  affected  by  the  rise  and  decline  of 
business  prosperity.  It  is  noted  above  that  in  1924  the  receipts  from  adver- 
tisements were  $8,222.13;  from  1927  to  1930  they  rose  from  $5,853.37  to 
$7,000.00  and  a  total  income  for  those  four  years  of  $25,047.64. 

"In  the  year  1931,  the  income  from  advertisements  was  low  due  to 
the  financial  depression  and  was  only  $4,983.03,  and  for  the  following  year 
1932  the  receipts  from  advertisements  went  down  to  $3,752.01  or  only 
about  one-half  that  of  the  year  1930.  During  the  year  1933,  the  revenue 
received  from  this  source  was  $4,185.75  and  there  was  an  increase  for  four 
years;  however  the  four  best  years  since  1931  produced  only  $17,091.01  as 
against  the  four  years  1927-1930,  which  was  $25,047.64. 

"In  1937,  one  advertiser  dropped  out  with  a  loss  of  $900.00  per  annum 
and  the  year  netted  only  $2,710.20.  Last  year  (1938)  the  receipts  produced 
the  sum  of  $3,528.96,  and  on  April  15,  1939,  the  receipts  on  acount  of  the 
year  1939  to  date  were  $2,730.08  indicating  greater  returns  in  1939. 

"It  must  be  noted  that  the  amounts  received  from  the  State  Grange  do 
not  vary  greatly  from  year  to  year,  but  it  is  seen  that  the  revenue  from 
advertisments  fluctuates  and  is  not  dependable  while  printing  and  other 
costs  increase.  Since  1930  there  has  been  a  notable  increase  according  to 
the  following  observations. 

"The  Printing  costs  for  the  month  of  December  1926  were  $733.65  and 
with  an  allowance  for  mailing  of  $70.00  the  total  for  that  month  was 
$803.65;  the  average  cost  for  the  months  of  January,  February  and  March 
1927  was  $750.00,  and  a  safe  statement  is  that  the  average  printing  costs 
for  the  years  prior  to  1931  was  $750.00  to  $800.00  per  month. 

"When  Grange  News  was  moved  from  Chambersburg  to  Harrisburg 
printing  costs,  mailing,  etc.  increased;  and,  the  estimated  average  cost  per 
month  from  July  31,  1931  to  December  31,  1938,  based  on  the  following 
monthly  bills  picked  out  at  random,  was  $917.56.

"When  the  Grange  News  Management  was  transferred  from  Chambers- 
burg to  Harrisburg,  Grange  News  owed  the  Evangelical  Press  $1,936.23 
(July  1931)  and  on  April  15,  1939,  Grange  News  owed  the  same  publish- 
ing company  $3,320.73.  This  indebtedness  is  $1,384.50  in  excess  of  the  debt 
in  July  1931.  If  the  amount  of  $792.80  in  the  Harrisburg  closed  Bank 
were  available  the  debt  would  be  only  $591.70. 

"The  loss  of  more  than  $5000.00  in  advertisements  for  the  year  1931 
and  1932;  the  increasing  costs  and  our  system  of  adhering  to  a  policy  to 
draw  only  on  the  State  Grange  treasury  when  Quarters  are  closed,  has 
been  a  handicap  in  prompt  payment  of  bills.  Notwithstanding  these 
difficult  conditions  the  fact  remains  that  during  these  depression  times. 
Grange  News  has  lived  within  its  income  and  has  not  exceeded  its  right 
to  withdrawals  on  the  State  Grange  treasury;  Grange  News  has  lived  thru 
the  worst  depression  under  a  reduced  income  of  approximately  $7,956.63 
from  advertisements  alone  for  the  four  best  years  since  1931;  Grange 
News  has  carried  these  increased  costs  of  publication  etc.,  and  while 
doing  so  has  improved  the  paper  both  in  quality  of  paper  and  in  size; 
and  while  $3,320.73  was  owing  on  April  15,  1939,  Grange  News  had  a  credit 
of  $4,953.40  with  the  State  Grange  at  the  close  of  business  March  31,  1939, 
according  to  the  statement  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  State  Grange  at 
Harrisburg,  Pa." 

Since  during  the  past  year  Brother  Light  was  Managing  Editor  of 
Grange  News  from  October  1st  to  April  15th;  followed  by  the  present 
Secretary,  who  served  in  this  capacity  from  April  15th  to  September  30th, 
the  statistical  report  is  given  in  two  parts.

REPORT  OF  THE  TELLERS 

The  Tellers  appointed,  having  canvassed  the  results  of  the  election, 
announced  that  the  following  were  elected  to  the  various  offices.  Worthy 
Master  Kenzie  S.  Bagshaw  declared  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  elected 
for  the  unexpired  term,  and  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  and 
Finance  Committee  for  the  constitutional  term  of  three  years. 

Treasurer,  Philip  Price,  Chester  County. 

Secretary,  Miles  Horst,  Lebanon  County. 

Executive  Committee,  C.  M.  Davidson,  Mercer  County. 

Finance  Committee,  E.  W.  Van  Horn,  Bedford  County. 
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In  these  days  of  widespread  human  suffering  and  the  loss  of  individual 
liberty  in  so  many  lands,  let  us  first  of  all  here  reaffirm  our  faith  in  our 
American  form  of  government  and  in  the  perpetuation  of  our  free  American 
institutions.  Such  faith  places  upon  us  the  responsibility  and  the  duty  to 
continually  reanalyze  the  great  blessings  that  are  ours  and  upon  such  an- 
alysis build  a  program  which  will  preserve  the  freedom  of  the  individual, 
protect  enterprise  and  develop  human  rights  and  human  personality.  The 
Grange  has  met  this  responsibility  in  the  past.  It  proposes  to  continue 
to   do   so. 

Centralized  Government 

History  clearly  shows  that  human  liberty  declines  as  governmental 
power  increases.  The  world  today  offers  many  examples  of  this  principle  and 
shows  to  what  extent  the  tendency  may  ultimately  lead. 

For  many  years  the  legislative  committee  of  the  State  Grange  has  point- 
ed out  a  tendency  in  this  state  for  the  state  and  the  national  governments 
to  assume  more  power  in  administrating  the  affairs  of  local  communities. 
The  Grange  has  consistently  opposed  legislation  that  took  away  from  local 
communities  such  rights. 

Equally  dangerous  is  the  delegating  of  powers  to  elective  and  to  ap- 
pointive officers.  Such  powers  usually  carry  with  them  the  power  to 
make  rules  and  regulations  which  have  the  effect  of  law. 

There  are  evidences  that  this  tendency  toward  centralization  in  gov- 
ernment has  been  checked.  In  legislation  pertaining  to  roads,  schools, 
etc.,  the  1939  Pennsylvania  legislature  again  turned  back  to  township  of- 
ficers certain  powers  taken  away  by  former  legislatures. 

Taxation 

The  most  serious  problem  facing  this  commonwealth  today  is  that  of 
meeting  the  heavy  financial  demands  which  are  continually  made  upon  it. 
There  are  first  the  demands  of  carrying  on  the  regular  functions  of  gov- 
ernment. Then  in  addition  there  are  the  extra  demands  made  upon  it 
growing  out  of  the  unemployment  situation  with  which  the  state  has 
struggled  for  a  decade.  As  a  former  legislative  committee  has  said,  the 
relief  problem  must  be  worked  out  or  eventually  it  will  handicap  all  other 
functions  of  the  government.  Steps  were  taken  in  the  last  legislative  ses- 
sion to  lighten  the  burdens  of  industry  in  order  that  employment  might  be 

encouraged.     Evidences  of  a  good  effect  from  this  are  apparent. 

• 

The  Grange  for  many  years  had  advocated  more  substantial  state  aid 
to  third  and  fourth  class  school  districts  as  a  means  of  bringing  tax  relief 
to  owners  of  real  estate  in  these  districts.  To  aid  in  bringing  this  about 
the  Grange  has  and  does  advocate  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  an 
amendment  to  the  State  Constitution  which  will  permit  the  legislature  to 
impose  graduated  income  and  inheritance  taxes. 

Milk  Control 

The  position  of  this  Grange  has  been  consistently  against  price  fixing 
of  farm  products,  especially  milk  by  governmental  agencies  without  the 
consent  of  the  producers.  We  reaffirm  the  position  taken  last  year  by 
the  legislative  committee  and  adopted  by  the  delegate  body  with  the  ex- 
ception that  the  state  agency  available  to  the  call  of  producers  be  either 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  or  the  Milk  Control  Commission. 
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Duplication  of  Government  Service 

In  1862  President  Lincoln  signed  the  Congressional  Act  creating  the 
TT  S  Denartment  of  Agriculture.  That  same  year  he  signed  the  Morrill 
Ai^t  which  provided  grants  of  federal  lands  to  each  state  that  would  esta- 
blUhV  college  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts  For  seventy-seven 
vei  there  Cs  been  widespread  recognition  of  the  joint  responsibility  of 
the  federal  government  and  of  the  several  states  to  serve  the  farming  m- 
dustry  and  the  farm  people  of  the  state.  In  1914  the  Smith  Lever  Act 
was  passed  setting  up  the  extension  service  emanating  from  the  agricul- 
tural  colleges,  but  supported  by  state  and  federal  governments.  Through- 
out the  years  the  department  and  the  states  cooperated  closely  in  these 
respective  functions. 

In  the  past  half  dozen  years  a  new  federal  development  has  been  im- 
posed on  top  of  and  along  side  this  federal-state  cooperative  set-up.  The  A 
A  A  programs  were  intricate  provisions  covering  the  acreage  and  kinds  of 
crops  gro^  on  over  4,000,000  farms.  The  Soil  Conservation  Service  has  an 
annual  budget  of  $25,000,000  and  many  more  millions  allocated  from  the 
Civilian  Conservation  Corps  program  which  are  used  directly  in  carrying 
forward  erosion  control  programs.  The  Farm  Security  Administration  has 
a  corps  of  men  and  women  county  advisers  who  travel  the  same  roads, 
hold  meetings  in  the  same  centers  as  the  regular  agricultural  agents  and 
home  demonstration  agents. 

It  is  evident  that  where  so  many  public  agencies  are  catering  to  the 
same  industry,  in  this  case  agriculture,  there  is  duplication  of  effort  with 
material  waste  of  public  funds.  We  recognize  that  certain  features  of  the 
A.  A.  A.  which  deal  with  a  national  program  make  it  necessary  if  they  are 
to  be  carried  out  to  be  administered  on  a  federal  basis.  The  same  is  true 
of  federal  loans.  But  certainly  the  soil  conservation  service  and  many 
features  of  the  Farm  Security  Service  should  be  merged  into  our  regular 
Federal-State  cooperative  program  with  a  considerable  saving  in  cost. 

Agricultural  Imports 

We  favor  a  policy  of  requiring  all  food  products  imported  to  conform 
to  the  same  health  standards  as  are  required  of  domestic  producers. 

Foreign  Fats  and  Oils 

The  importation  of  foreign  fats  and  vegetable  oils  should  not  be  per- 
mitted upon  any  basis  which  adds  to  the  surplus  of  the  products  of  Am- 
erican farms,  thereby  further  depressing  the  prices  of  such  products. 

Cattle  Diseases 

We  urge  adequate  appropriations  to  indemnify  cattle  owners  for  the 
slaughter  of  animals  infected  with  diseases  such  as  Bangs  disease,  tuber- 
culosis and  mastitis  in  order  to  protect  public  health. 

Tax  Qualifications  of  Voters 

We  believe  the  results  of  the  past  few  years  have  proved  that  the 
removal  of  the  constitutional  provision  requiring  the  payment  of  taxes  as 
a  qualification  for  voting  was  an  unwise  step.  We  suggest  that  the  Leg- 
islative Committee  be  instructed  to  have  introduced  in  the  next  session  ol 
the  Legislature  a  proposed  constitutional  amendment  which  will  restore  that 
provision  and  that  the  Committee  urge  its  approval  by  the  Legislature  oX 
1941. 


Wages  and  Hours 

The  coming  session  of  Congress  should  amend  and  clarify  the  wage- 
hour  act  so  as  to  give  agriculture  and  the  processors  of  farm  commodities 
in  areas  of  production  the  exemptions  which  Congress  clearly  intended  to 
provide  when  the  act  was  passed. 

Farm  Credit  Administration 

We  urge  the  restoration  of  the  Farm  Credit  Administration  as  an 
independent  agency.  This  important  agency  which  has  been  so  helpful 
to  farmers  and  their  cooperatives  can  best  continue  to  perform  those  func- 
tions by  having  its  independent  status  restored. 

Milk  Sanitation 

After  careful  study  and  deliberation  your  committee  feels  that  the 
problem  of  dairy  inspection  and  sanitation  should  remain  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  but  that  an  advisory  council  upon  which  agriculture  is 
well  represented,  should  be  provided  and  empowered  to  approve  or  dis- 
approve all  rules  or  regulations  pertaining  to  dairy  inspection  and  sanita- 
tion. 

Temperance 

That  the  Grange  reaffirms  its  allegiance  to  the  cause  of  temperance. 
We  would  commend  those  periodicals  and  newspapers  who  have  refused  to 
print  liquor  advertising  and  the  national  radio  broadcasting  chain  wTiich 
banned  liquor  advertising  in  its  announcements. 

Tariff 

The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  endorses  the  Tariff  policy  of  the  Na- 
tional Grange.  We  urge  the  Pomona  and  Subordinates  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  its  provisions  and  to  strive  to  prevent  the  reenactment  of  the 
Reciprocal  Trade  Treaty  Law  in  1940.

Resolution  No.  1 — Presented  by  Beaver  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  It  has  been  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Beaver  County 
Pomona  Grange  members  that  profiteering  in  sugar  and  other  food  pro- 
ducts is  apparent, 

Be  it  resolved,  That  Beaver  County  Pomona  Grange,  No.  66,  go  on 
record  as  being  absolutely  opposed  to  any  and  all  profiteering  in  our 
Country  and  look  with  disfavor  on  any  who  would  profiteer  on  food  or 
other  commodities. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  Resolution  be  sent  to  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Grange  and  recommend  that  they  refer  this  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States  to  strengthen  his  hand  in  curbing  profiteer- 
ing and  the  situations  arising. 

Approved  in  principle. 

State  and  Federal  laws  already  ample  if  enforced. 

Recommendation  of  committee   sustained. 
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Resolution  No.  2— Presented  by  Bedford  County  Pomona  Grange 

Bedford  Grange,  No.  619,  meeting  in  regular  session,  Nov.  29,  1939, 
recommends  that  Churches,  Schools,  Grange  Halls,  Community  Halls,  and 
other  Lodge  Halls  be  granted  the  privilege  of  a  minimum  rate  not  to 
exceed  one  dollar  for  electric  current. 

This  involves  a  change  in  an  existing  contract  and  should  be  handled 
through  the  Public  Utility  Commission. 

Committee  action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  6--Presented  by  Centre  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  there  has  been  a  sacred  day  set  aside  by  Proclamation  of 
the  Presidents  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  Governors  of  the 
several  states,  when  all  God-loving  people  would  give  thanks  for  the  Bless- 
ings that  the  Creator  had  bestowed  upon  them. 

Whereas,  this  day  had  been  designated  as  Thanksgiving  Day  and 
through  many  years  of  custom  had  been  established  as  the  last  Thursday 
in  November. 

Whereas,  the  present  President  of  the  United  States,  in  his  wisdom, 
had  changed  the  date  of  this  sacred  day  without  sufficient  notification 
to  the  citizens  of  these  United  States  from  the  last  Thursday  to  the  fourth 
Thursday  in  November. 

Whereas,  this  change  has  caused  extreme  confusion  in  the  religious, 
social,  educational,  and  economic  life  of  our  people. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  by  Victor  Grange  No.  159  that  in  meeting  as- 
sembled we  herewith  make  protest  against  such  change  of  this  sacred  day 
of  Thanksgiving. 

That  we  maintain,  that  the  last  Thursday  in  November  be  designated 
as  a  permanent  day  of  Thanksgiving. 

That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  put  on  our  minutes,  a  copy  sent  to 
Pomona  Grange,  and  a  copy  sent  to  Pennsylvania  State  Grange. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Thanksgiving  Day  is  not  determined  by  statute 
but  by  state  and  federal  proclamation  and  therefore  not  a  legislative  prob- 
lem the  committee  withholds  any  action. 

Committee  action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  7— Presented  by  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange 
Whereas,  Deer,  Bear  and  other  game  protected  by  the  Pennsylvania 
Game  Commission  are  often  destructive  to  farmers'  crops,  and  other  prop- 
erty, and  are  often  the  cause  of  serious  automobile  accidents,  involving 
heavy  property  damages,  as  well  as  causing  personal  injuries  and  even 
death. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved,  That  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange  No. 
26,  ask  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  to  sponsor  legislation  whereby  such 
damage  to  crops  and  other  property  be  paid  by  the  Pennsylvania  Game 
Commission  from  funds  raised  by  means  of  hunting  licenses,  or  by  some 
form  of  insurance  maintained  for  that  purpose. 

Protection  against  bear  damage  is  already  provided  for  by  present 
legislation. 

The  Committee  approves  that  part  of  the  resolution  which  provides 
for  damages  to  crops  and  orchards  by  deer. 

Committee  action  sustained. 
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Resolution  No.  8 — Presented  by  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  the  Dies  Committee  has  reported  that  there  are  many  con- 
spiracies for  the  overthrow  of  our  country's  government. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved.  That  we  request  Pennsylvania  State  Grange 
to  petition  congress  to  enact  a  law  to  outlaw  conspiracies  and  provide 
penalties  for  the  same. 

The  spirit  of  this  resolution  is  approved.  Adequate  laws  are  now  on 
our  statutes  if  properly  enforced. 

Committee  action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  9 — Introduced  by  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange 

In  consideration  of  the  fact  that  the  packers  purchase  light  steers, 
cows,  and  bulls,  rough  hogs,  etc.,  at  a  very  low  price  as  compared  to  prime 
cattle  and  smooth  hogs  but  when  the  meat  is  put  on  the  counter  to  be 
sold  to  the  customer  it  is  all  represented  as  coming  from  the  high  priced 
stock,  thus  lowering  price  on  prime  steera  and  smooth  hogs,  to  the  pro- 
ducer, and  automatically  lowering  the  selling  price  of  light  cattle,  cows, 
bulls,  and  rough  hogs. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved.  That  Pomona  Grange  No.  26  ask  State  Grange 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  legislation,  which  would  require  that  meats 
sold  ovei*  the  counter  be  so  marked  that  the  purchaser  will  know  from  what 
class  or  grade  of  animals  the  meat  comes. 

Not  approved  by  committee. 

The  administration  of  such  legislation  we  believe  might  prove  detri- 
mental to  the  Producers'  interests. 

Committee  action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  11 — Presented  by  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  There  is  a  war  and  rumors  of  war. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved,  That  Pomona  Grange  No.  26  request  Penn- 
sylvania State  Grange  to  petition  congress  that  we  do  not  enter  into  any 
entangling  alliances  and  keep  strictly  neutral  and  thereby  do  not  enter 
into  any  foreign  war. 

Approved  by  committee. 

Committee  action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  14 — Presented  by  Erie  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  The  State  of  Pensylvania  is  taking  over  a  large  number  of 
acres  of  land  in  various  townships  for  Game  Reserves. 

Whereas,  Since  the  State  pays  only  two  cents  per  acre  to  the  township 
road  and  school  districts,  it  will  be  necessary  to  place  a  heavier  tax  burden 
on  the  remaining  property  owners. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved.  That  legislation  be  passed  to  place  more  tax 
on  the  Game  Reserves  in  favor  of  the  road  and  school  districts  of  the 
townships. 

Approved  by  committee. 

Committee  action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  15 — Introduced  by  Erie  County  Pomona  Grange 

Be  it  resolved,  by  Erie  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  4,  in  session  at 
Union  City,  Penna.,  Dec.  8th  1939,  that  Erie  County  Pomona  Grange  heart- 
ily endorses  the  work  of  the  Dies  Committee  in  investigating  un-American 
activities,  and  urges  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  make  sufficient 
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appropriation  of  funds  to  guarantee  the  proper  functioning  of  this  commit- 

'  Be  it  further  resolved,  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  State 
Grange  and  also  to  our  Representative  in  Congress. 
Approved  by  committee. 
Committee  action  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  16— Introduced  by  Erie  County  Pomona  Grange 
Whereas,  American  Agriculture  pays  approximately  25  per  cent  of  the 
nation's  freight  bill,  and, 

Whereas,  A  critical  situation  exists  in  transportation  especially  with 

respect  to  railroads,  and, 

Whereas  There  has  been  for  some  time  discussion  of  methods  for 
helping  the  Situation,  but  no  direct  action  taken,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved  That  we  the  members  of  Union  City  Grange  No.  89  do 
petition  Erie  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  4  to  pass  a  suitable  resolution  to 
be  presented  to  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  in  assembly  at  Chambersburg, 
Pennsylvania,  urging  said  State  Grange  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
bring  the  interests  of  our  Agriculture  in  the  maintenance  and  continued 
operation  of  the  railroads  on  an  efficient  basis '  to  the  attention  of  the 
National  Congress,  to  be  assembled  in  January  1940. 

Resolutions  Nos.  16,  18,  32,  and  33,  deal  with  a  broad  problem  of 
transportation  in  the  U.  S.  upon  which  the  Committee  is  not  ready  to 
make  recommendations  without  further  study.  Committee  recommends  fur- 
ther study  by  Legislative  Committee  and  a  report  by  same  at  next  session.

Resolution  No.  18— Presented  by  Franklin  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  American  Agriculture  pays  a  large  percent  of  the  Nation's 
freight  bill,  and 

Whereas,  Franklin  County  pays  proportionately  its  share  of  the  Na- 
tion's freight  bill,  and 

Whereas,  we  believe  that  an  adequate  and  efficient  railway  system  is 
essential  to  the  interest  of  agricultural  development,  and 

Whereas,  we  believe  that  the  best  interests  of  Agriculture  will  be 
served  by  private  ownership  and  operation  of  our  railroads,  and 

Whereas,  we  believe  that  our  railroads  should  continue  under  a 
reasonable  regulation  of  rates  and  service  to  assure  to  Agriculture  a  fair 
consideration  and  to  enable  the  railroads  to  improve  their  service,  and 

Whereas,  Agriculture  is  both  directly  and  indirectly  affected  by  any 
changes  in  transportation  rates  and  schedules,  we  believe  that  organized 
Agriculture  should  be  allowed  to  be  represented  at  all  hearings  called  for 
the  purpose  of  regulating  all  forms  of  transportation. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  That  the  Pomona  Grange  of  Franklin  County, 
Pennsylvania,  urge  such  regulation  of  all  transportation  agencies  as  will 
promote  a  stable,  adequate  and  economic  service  in  the  best  interest  of 
America's  greatest  industry.  Agriculture.

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Resolved,  That  we,  the  Lawrence  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  65,  go  on 
record  favoring  a  rigid  examination  of  the  teacher  every  year  showing

Resolution  No.  28 — Introduced  by  Washington  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  The  Real  Estate  tax  system  in  Pennsylvania  is  unfair,  un- 
equal, and  very  unsatisfactory  and 

Whereas,  There  are  great  numbers  of  persons  residing  in  our  Common- 
wealth who  pay  absolutely  no  tax,  except  such  taxes  which  are  included 
in  the  purchase  price  of  some  articles,  and  thus  compel  property  owners 
to  educate  their  children,  and  in  a  great  many  cases  to  provide  even  food 
and  clothing  and. 

Whereas,  The  neighboring  states  of  West  Virginia  and  Ohio  have  levied 
a  Sales  Tax  which  has  greatly  reduced  the  tax  on  Real  Estate  and  com- 
pelled all  persons  to  bear  their  just  share  of  the  cost  of  government,  there- 
fore be  it, 

Resolved,  That  the  undersigned  Granges  of  the  Order  of  Patrons  of 
Husbandry  go  on  record  favoring  legislation  enacting  a  general  Sales  Tax 
to  relieve  Real  Estate  of  part  of  the  burden  of  taxation  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  submitted  to  our  Washing- 
ton County  Pomona  Grange  No.  16  at  it's  regular  meeting  in  June  1939  and 
also  to  our  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  in  December  1939. 

Not  in  accord  with  former  State  Grange  policy — Committee  therefore 
withholds  approval. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  27 — Introduced  by  Warren  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  hundreds  of  miles  of  stone  base  roads  have  been  constructed 
in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  and  such  roads  are  rapidly  going  to  pieces 
for  lack  of  a  binder  or  hard  surface  thereon;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  the  practical  and  economical  procedure  to  bind  or  hard 
surface  such  roads  before  the  foundations  are  lost  forever,  and  the  benefits 
realized  from  the  funds  spent  in  building  such  foundations  disappear. 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  Warren  County  Pomona  Grange 
No.  10,  request  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  to  sponsor  a  movement 
to  have  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  provide  for  the  taking  over  of 
these  roads  by  the  State  Highway  Department  and  the  hard  surfacing  of 
the  same  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

Resolution  No.  33 — Presented  by  Butler  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  The  growth  and  expansion  in  the  field  of  transportation  has 
resulted  in  a  changed  situation  as  to  competition  in  that  field,  whereby  un-

regulated  forms  of  transport  are  competing  with  regulated  forms,  and  as 
a  result  of  this  situation  the  railroads  are  facing  great  difficulties, 

And  Whereas,  The  interests  of  agriculture  demand  the  continued  ef- 
ficient operation  of  the  railroads  as  constituting  our  primary  and  most 
important  means  of  transportation  to  and  from  markets, 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  by  Butler  County  Pomona  Grange  that  we 
favor  the  regulation  and  control  of  all  forms  of  transportation  via  rail, 
water,  highway,  and  air,  by  such  state  and  national  regulatory  bodies  as 
now  have  jurisdiction  over  railroad  transportation,  to  the  end  that  each 
means  of  transport  may  be  most  effective  in  the  field  for  which  it  is  best 
suited  and  that  all  forms  of  transport  may  be  coordinated  in  such  a  way 
as  to  provide  the  most  economical  and  efficient  service  possible. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  we  oppose  government  ownership  and  op- 
eration of  transportation  systems  and  the  granting  of  subsidies  thereto, 
resulting  in  uneconomical  operations  and  creating  deficits  which  can  only 
be  met  by  further  heavy  demands  upon  agriculture  and  industry  for  the 
payment  of  additional  burdens  of  taxation. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  for\^arded 
to  our  United  States  Senators,  our  Representatives  in  Congress,  our  State 
Senator  and  our  Representatives  in  the  General  Assembly. 

Committee  recommends  same  action  as  on  resolution  No.  16. 

Resolution  No.  30 — Introduced  by  Wyoming  County  Pomona  Grange 

Wyoming  County  Pomona  Grange  assembled  on  November  1st,  1939, 
in  the  West  Nicholson  Grange  Hall,  respectfully  offer  the  following  resolu- 
tions. 

FIRST — That  this  Pomona  Grange  urge  State  Grange  to  use  all  their 
influence  in  trying  to  have  the  law  passed  whereby  every  person  over  21 
years  of  age  be  required  to  pay  a  per  capita  tax,  to  help  support  our 
schools,  before  any  license  of  any  kind  be  issued. 

Committee  does  not  approve  resolution  as  written.  Subject  is  covered 
in  report  of  committee.

Resolution  No.  31— Introduced  by  Montgomery  County  Pomona  Grange 
Whereas,   Various   European  countries  are   engaged  in,  or  preparing 

for  war;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  probable  that  these  countries  will  use  every  means  in 

their  power  to  involve  the  United   States   of  America   in  this   struggle; 

therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  respectfully  petition  that  the  President  of  the  United 

States  of  America  use  every  means  in  his  power  to  resist  any  and  all 

efforts  to  entangle  the  United  States  in  this  conflict.     That  measures  be 
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adopted,  which  will  tend  to  minimize  to  the  utmost  degree  and  possibility 
of  entanglement  abroad. 

That,  the  United  States  of  America  maintain  a  policy  of  strict  neu- 
trality both  in  spirit  and  in  fact. 

That,  our  Nationals  be  warned  that  any  and  all  transactions  entered 
into  with  belligerent  nations  are  done  so  at  their  own  responsibility  and 
risk. 

And,  Be  it  further  Resolved,  That  all  Granges  in  America,  whether 
Subordinate,  Pomona  of  State,  unite  in  a  firm  and  unalterable  determina- 
tion that  the  "flower  of  American  manhood"  shall  never  again  be  sacrificed 
on  foreign  soil,  for  the  enrichment  of  the  few.^

Resolution  No.  32 — Introduced  by  Northumberland  County  Pomona  Grange 

Resolved:  That  Pomona  Grange  No.  Thirty-one  endorse  Transportation 
Bill  No.  2000  as  follows: 

Item  1 — We  recommend  private  ownership  and  operation  of  our  Rail- 
roads. 

Item  2 — We  maintain  our  railroads  should  continue  in  operation  under 
reasonable  regulation  to  agriculture,  fairness  in  rates  and  service. 

Item  3 — All  means  of  transportation  should  comply  to  rates  and  ser- 
vices as  nearly  uniform  as  possible  in  competition  as  the  railroads  required.

Resolution  No.  35 — Presented  by  Jefferson  County  Pomona  Grange 
Whereas,  by  nature  of  their  position  Public  School  Teachers  are  placed 

in  close  and  continuous  contact  with  Children  and  Youth  from  First  Grade 

until  Graduation  from  High  School.  • 

Be  it  resolved,  that  the  Jefferson  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  20  go  on 

record  as  favoring  State  Legislation  that  will  require  each  Teacher  in  the 

Public  Schools  of  Pennsylvania  to  submit  to  a  Physical  Examination  yearly. 

This  examination  shall  include  the  test  for  Tuberculosis. 

Not  approved  by  Committee. 

Action  of  committee  reversed  and  resolution  was  adopted  by  delegate 
body. 

Resolution  No.  37 — Presented  by  Lebanon  County  Pomona  Grange 
Whereas,  Farmers  are  not  allowed  to  cross  highways  from  one  section 
of  a  farm  to  another  section  of  the  same  farm  with  a  truck  without  license 
or  special  permit  which  requires  an  inspection  sticker  the  same  as  a  truck 
using  the  highways  constantly. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved.  That  Lebanon  County  Pomona  No.  59,  meet- 
ing at  Jonestown  May  13,  1939,  protest  this  requirement  of  the  highway 
commissioners. 

Be  it  further  resolved.  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the 
State  Master  seeking  the  support  of  the  State  Grange  in  the  removal  of 
this  restriction. 

Approved  by  committee. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 
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Resolution  No.  40— Presented  by  Berks  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas  the  National,  State,  Pomona,  and  Subordinate  Grange  have 
always  fostered  a  movement  tending  to  bring  about  better  government.  And 
v^rhereas  good,  honest,  and  efficient  government  can  only  be  had  by  electing 
to  places  of  public  trust  those  who  are  qualified.  This  has  been  urged  by 
the  Grange  organizations  for  many  years  in  the  past,  and 

Whereas,  many  of  those  qualified  for  public  office  and  who  would  make 
efficient  officials  cannot  be  prevailed  upon  to  seek  office  due  to  the  present 
wave  of  the  practice  to  ''purchase"  the  various  offices  through  the  ex- 
penditure of  large  sums  of  money,  and 

Whereas,  We,  the  members  of  Berks  County  Pomona  Grange,  firmly 
believe  there  should  be  a  law  enacted  which  would  cause  these  practices 
to  stop,  and  prevent  those  unfit  for  public  office  from  purchasing  their 
way  into  inefficient  administration.     Therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  Berks  County  Pomona  Grange  ask  the  aid  of  the  Berks 
lawmakers  to  place  upon  the  statute  books  of  this  State,  a  law  which 
would  embody  the  following  procedure  for  candidates  to  follow  when  seek- 
ing public  office: 

First — That  no  candidate  be  allowed  to  expend  more  to  gain  an  election 
than  an  amount  equal  to  two  percent  of  the  total  amount  of  the  salary 
of  the  office  the  said  candidate  seeks. 

Second— That  all  expenditures  amounting  to  over  $1  be  paid  by  check 
and  that  a  correct  record  be  maintained  of  the  same,  this  same  list  to  be 
included  in  the  filed  expense  account. 

Third — That  the  total  amount  spent  by  the  candidate  and  any  friends 
or  communities  be  included  in  the  expense  account  filed. 

Fourth — ^That  all  expense  accounts  filed  by  the  various  candidates  be 
open  for  public  inspection  at  all  times,  making  available  a  complete  list  of 
those  who  have  accepted  funds  from  any  of  the  candidates. 

Fifth — That,  if  there  is  a  question  of  evasiveness  on  the  part  of  any 
candidate,  the  court  be 'petitioned  to  name  a  board  of  auditors  composed 
of  certified  public  accountants  to  check  on  the  report  filed  by  this  can- 
didate. 

Sixth — Creation  of  laws  which  will  mean  the  strict  enforcement  of 
these  provisions. 

These,  we  believe,  will  remedy  many  of  the  present  evils  attending 
the  election  of  public  officials,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  Berks  Pomona  Grange  adopt  this  as  our  program  in 
our  efforts  toward  a  more  efficient  and  honest  government. 

Committee  withholds  approval  and  recommends  further  study.
